EN GREAT number of the Normans tempted, by the promiſes of theſe en- 
voys, took their wives and children, and bid adieu to their countrey; and du- 


ring this whole century, ſome or other of that nation were continually paſſing 


into Italy. The moſt conſiderable of them were the ſons of Tancred de Haute- 


ville, a gentleman in the neighbourhood of Courance in the lower Normandy. 
He: had twelve ſons, all bearing arms: The eldeſt, who ſerved as a leader 
to theſe adventurers, was called William, and ſurnarned Bras de fer, or Iron 
arm, on account of his great ſtrength and valour: Drogon or Dreux was the 
ſecond; Humfrey the third; Herman, Robert and Roger were the three laſt. 


Hiſtory has not conveyed to us the names of the other ſons of Tancred, and 


we do not ſo much as know whether they paſſed into Italy. 
THERE were in this countrey three ſorts of governments, that of ſome lictle 


_ princes, the old remains of the Lombards and mee e one of another: A 


ſecond canton was ſubject to the Greek emperors, but the Sarazens had uſur- 
ped the greater part of it. The ſons of Hauteville ſoon formed a third power, 
which ſwallowed up all the reſt; the Italians and Greeks were, as we have ob- 


ſerved, the people who had called them in to their ſuccour againſt the Sarazens. 


Tar Normans of Iraly, united together under the banner of the fons of 
Hanteville entered into the ſervice of the Greeks, carried towns, won bartels, 
and, by cheir heroick actions, drove the infidels out of moſt of the places 
which they were poſleſſedof. Bur they were ill recompenſed for it: the Greeks, 
who had called them in to their ſuccour, inconſtant and jealous of the power, 
they inſenſibly acquired in the countrey, made uſe of the worlt of treacheries 
to deſtroy the leaders of that nation. The ſons of Hauteville were under a 
neceſſity of ſtanding upon their defence againſt {ach ſcoundrel enemies, and 
did it with their uſual valour, and ſuch a train of ſucceſs, that after numberleſs 
fatigues, dangers and engagements, they took Calabria, Apulia and Sicily 
from the Greeks; and perhaps were not ſorry to have been furniſhed with the

time in their wars againſt the infidels. 


Suck were the military Friars in rhe firſt a age of heir inſticution, ; which | 


in reſpe& of them, may be reckoned the golden age of theſe orders. The 
"holpilales templars, and ſpaniſh knights were diſtinguiſhed no leſs by a ſolid 
piety, than by their valour; but that bleſſed time did not laſt above an age:

yield at laſt to ſuperior forces: they were bore down by the vaſt number 


of the infidels, favoured at the fame time by the advantage of the poſt, they 
had ſeized, and moſt of the hoſpitallers that went upon this expedition, pe- 
riſhed in it: nor was this defeat the laſt diſſaſter that happen d to the Chri- 


ſtians. Noradin, in hopes of finding the inhabitants in a conſternation at this 
loss, laid ſiege to the 3 and after a brisk and continual attack of ſome 
0 days, ma made himſelf maſter of the town. He then prepared to attack the 
Caſtle, Whither the inhabitants had retired; but having advice that the king 
of Jeruſalem was marching with great expedition t to make him raiſe the ſiege, 
_ this infidel prince who, dreaded: his valour, ſet fire to the city and retired with 


precipitation. But he had not got far, before he intrenched himſelf in a crag> 


place, where he could not be forced, and from thence obſerved the march 
75 the chriſtian army. The king eee Paneas without oppoſition, repair- 
ed the confuſions which the enemy arid. the fire had cauſed, - and putting 
troops and proviſions into the caſtle, ſer out upon his return for Jeru See 


He marched with too much raſhneſ and ſecurity to be upon his guard, and

Theſe miniſters, who at firſt 
had the ſovereign authority only in truſt, ſoon made themſelves independent;

They left on- 
ly ſome appearances of ſovereignty; the money {till bore th ſtamp ; they

as affairs then ſtood in the Holy Land, they had need of a general for their 
king, and ſuch a one as had the eſteem and good opinion of the army; ad- 
ding withal, that the crown could not deſcend but to the heirs male of the 
roy A family: which entirely excluded the two princeſſes, ſiſters to young 
Baldwin, Theſe open pretenſions divided all the Chriſtians of Paleſtine: they 
levycd troops on both ſides, and were ready to come to a battel when ths 
affair was happily turned into a negotiation. 
Tux count of Tripoli, who was the ſecret ſpring hk put the cabal a- 
n we court in motion, ſent the principal lords of his party, to the Ps 
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y a ſolemn oath to acknowledge him for their ſovereign whom the ſhould,

chule for her husband. The oath was the more readily raken, in that, tho 
the regent was actually married, yet his adherents flattered themſelves, tar 
by help of a like divorce, the prineels's choice could fall upon no body but 
that prince. The patriarch, whom the queen had gained by a ſwinging bribe; 
pronounced immediately the ſenrenee of diyorce between her and Luſignan. 
_ Hiſtory does not acquaint us with the pretences alledged upon that occaſi- 
on; but after the divorce was declared, and the princeſs acknowledged for 
queen, they conducted her to the church of the holy ſepulchre, where ſhe un 
was crowned by the patriarch with great folemnity. She took * the crown 
immediately from her own head, and putting it upon Guy de Luſignan's, 
embraced him as her husband, faluted him as king, and turning towards the 
grandees who were ſtunn d at this unexpected ſtep, © what God has joined, 
< ſays ſhe to them with an air of ſtarelinels; tis not for men to pur aſunder”. 
The grand maſter of the templars who was ler into the intrigue, ſupported 
her with all his intereſt. The grandees weil ar laſt obliged to ſubmit and 
conſent to a choice they could not help, and the people who are always 
fond of ceremonies, "contrary to their eus faw this laſt with more amaze- 
Tax count of Tripoli was the only perſon who looked upon the queen's 
choice as an injuſtice done to himſelf; *Tis impoſſible: to expreſs how much 
he was enraged at this preference: he ſwore the death of his rival, and of the 
templars alſo who had contributed ſo much to his adyancement: and he did 
not care though he periſhed himſelf, if he could but cruſh his enemies with. 
Four of this ſpirit of revenge, and reſolved to facrifice every thing to his 
reſentment, he went off abruptly and retired to his own territories. Sala- 
dine, an able politician as well as a great general, no ſooner heard of his diſ- 
content, than he ſent a private meſſenger that he could depend upon to treat 
with him. This envoy repreſented to him with all the appearances of frank- 
neſs, that it was not his maſter's intereſt to ſuffer a chriſtian and indepen- 
dent kingdom in the heart of fo many provinces as compoſed his empire; but 
that if he would turn Mahometan ind become his vallal, he would engage 
to place him on the throne of Jeruſalem, and in order to maintain him on 
ic, would facrifice all the templars, their common enemies, to his ſecurity. _

From this particular regulation he aſſumed a right of reforming all the 


knights in general; after upbraiding them with what he called their luxury 
and effeminacy, he propoſed ſeveral regulations; their diet, habit and equi- 
pages, all paſſed under a ſevere examination, and a rigid reform. It can't be 
denied, but the grand maſter's intentions were very good; his deſign was to 
revive the difcipline eſtabliſhed by Raimond Dupuy, which been much 
relaxed ſince that time. It is reported, that hearing ſome mutterings in the 


aſſembly, he asked them, if they were more nice than their predeceſſors, and 


if they had not made the fame vows in the moſt ſolemn manner before the 
altar. In vain did they repreſent to him the difference of the times, and that 
the way of life which he propoſed was incompatible with the duties of a con- 
tinual war, and with the obligation they were under, ſince the loſs of Jeruſa- 
lem, of being every day either on horſeback or in the trenches. This only 
ſerved to make him raiſe his voice, and tell them with a tone and air of ar- 
bitrary command, I will be obeyed, and Il hear no reply. The whole aſ- 
ſembly at theſe words broke out into loud complaints, and an old knight told 
him the chapter was not uſed to hear their ſuperiors ſpeak as ſovereigns.

I vo not pretend to: determine whether che expence che order. of $ John 
was at in maintaining conſtantly a ſtanding body of troops, or a ſpirit of in- 
tereſt, which is but too ordinary in communities, induced the maſter 
to deliyer himſelf in this language: But certain it is, that James de Vitri, then 
biſhop of Acre, and afterwards cardinal, a cotemporary hiſtorian, that lived 
himſelf upon the ſpot, affirms , that, in his time, the hoſpitallers and remplars 
were as powerful as ſovereign princes; that they poſſeſſed principalities, ci- 
ties, towns and villages, both in Aſia and Europe, and chat in provinces which 
lay at a diſtance from Paleſtine and the head ſeat of the order, they had their 
procurators, knights, who were ſtyled præceptors, and were very diligent in 
improving their eſtates, the revenue of which they remitted afterwards to the 
treaſury of each order.. 

Ir we may believe Matthew Paris, another cotemporary | hiſtorian, che 
hoſpitallers were at that time in poſſeſſion within the bounds of Chriſtendom os 
of no leſs than nineteen thouſand manours , a term which the Gloſlaries | 
explain differently, with regard to the different countries wherein they are 
ſituated; but, generally ſpeaking, by the term manour or mane, is meant as 
much land as a plough with two oxen can till in a day. And the ſame Eng- 
liſh hiſtorian informs us, that only nine thouſand of theſe manours belonged

1198. CAR DINAIL. Lothair of the houſe of the counts of Segni, ratke thirty K. 
ven years of age, had juſt ſucceeded pope Celeſtine III. in the chair of S. Pe- 
ter. He was a prelate of irreproachable life and conyerſation, learned for the 
8 time he lived in, a great lawyer; but unluckily too much prepoſſeſſed in fa- 
vour of the falle decretals, which he made the rule of his conduct; though =. 
of them '{putioris writings aſcribed to the popes of the three firſt centuries, 
and forged in the middle of the ninth by a notorions falſifier called Fidore, 
Who, by publiſhing" theſe ſuppoſititious acts, gave a terrible blow to the an- 
cient diſciplinè of the church, particularly in the point of eccleſiaſtical juriſ- 
diction and the rights of biſhops. And though theſe falſe decretals are now 
a. days as much cryed down as they deſerve to be; and the moſt zealous p 
tiſans of the court of Rome are forced to give chem up; yet all that they do 
is to diſparage the author, without troubling themſelyes to repair the miſchief 
that he did in ſome ages of i ignorance. Innocent was very well qualified to 
remedy this diſorder, had he been but maſter of as much critical learning; d 
penetration, as he had zeal and paſſion for the adminiſtration of juſtice. 
 *Twas before this ſovereign pontif that the affair of the two military or- 
ders was brought. The hoſpitallers, on łhat occaſion, deputed to Rome 
brother d Iſigni prior of Barletto, and brother Auger præceptor of another 
Houſe in Italy.

ar their own expence fifty galleys, with good land forces on board, and the 
doge, though fourſcore years old, and decayed in his fight, was to mount the 
admiral, and make the voyage as one of the cruſade. 
InERE was nothing now that hindered theſe French princes and noblemen 
from ſetting fail, but want of money; bur it happens frequently through ac- 
cidents not to be foreſeen that it is not ſo eaſy to execute a treaty as to ſign 
it. A great many of the French, to avoid paying their quota of the contri- 
bution agreed on, had, inſtead of going to Venice, embarked at Marſeilles and 
different ports of Italy; fo that the princes and noblemen who came at the 
7 head of the army to Venice, after ſelling their plate, gold chains and rings, 
Could raiſe only fifty thouſand marks of filyer; and for want of the thirty 
five thouſand remaining, the treaty was in danger of breaking off, and this

Nature formed her gene- i 
rous and beneficent; grace render d her charitable; ſhe was the mother of 
the poor; the ſick met with a relief always at hand in her. aſſiduous care; 
there was no kind of miſery but ſhe brought a remedy for it, or gave conſo-

lation under it; and when her duties allowed her ſome moments to herſelf,

ſhe was, as we may ſay, a continual martyr; and if her ſex and profeſſion did not 
allow her to bear a ſhare with the knights her brethren in the torments to which 
they were expoſed when they fell into the hands of the infidels, it may be 
faid, chat, by the pious cruelties wherewith ſhe mortified her body, ſhe was 
their companion in ſufferings, and the croſs which ſhe wore outwardly was 
not ſo much an ornament as a mark and character of that which ſhe had fo 
deeply engraved in her heart.

A Famovus French hoſpitaller, called brother Guerin, miniſter of ſtate to 


0 Philip Auguſtus, and general of his army, rendered at the fame time ſervi- 
ces every way as important to the church, and to his countrey. He was 
brought up in this kingdom in a dangerous hereſy, which, under pretence of 


a higher ſpiritual perfection, undermined the foundations of religion. A 


clergyman of the dioceſs of Chartres, named Amaury, a ſubtle logician, Was 


the author of it. At leaſt Rigord, a contemporary hiſtorian, affirms, that the 


diſciples of this doctor maintained publickly, that as the lavvs of the old teſ- 


tament given, as they ſaid, by the eternal father, had been. aboliſned by the 


goſpel, and the new law of Jeſus Chriſt; ſo this was to be eme, in its 


turn by the law of charity, which was the work of the holy ghoſt; that 
under this law of pure love, the uſe of the ſacraments was as unneceſſary, as 
that of the legal ceremonies of the old law.

inſtead of rhoſe mighty armies, that were to inſure him an eaſy entrance in- 
to Paleſtine. They were ſtrangely ſurprized to ſee him land ar the port of 
Acre, with ſo ſmall a company, ſufficient indeed for the retinue of a king, 
but contemptible in regard to the hopes that had been given them, and to 


their ſuccour; which was the cauſe why John de Brienne, at his ſetting our

NEveRTHELESs that lord, after matrying the young queen, took the field, 
to ſignalize his acceſſion to the crown by ſome action worthy of his courage. 
He ravaged at firſt all the frontiers of the enemy, and took ſome caſtles of 
fmall conſequence; but ſeveral bodies of Sarazens advancing to beſet him, he 
was obliged to retire; and thought it advantage enough to have made his 
eſcape from ſuch mighty enemies. EE... 

He wrote immediately to the. pope, to give him an account in what con- 
dition he found the Holy Land; and added, that what they called the king- 
dom of Jeruſalem, conſiſted only in rwo or three places, which they could 
maintain no longer than the civil wars laſted between rhe brother and ſons 
of Saladine, and that unleſs a new cruſade was ſent into Paleſtine, he ſhould 
ſoon be a king without a kingdom or ſubjects. * 10 

Innocent was ſenſibly affected with this fad news. That pontif, like moſt 
of his predeceſſors, beſides the zeal which made him intent upon the reco- 
very of the Holy Land, intereſted himſelf particularly in rheſe wars, whereof 
the popes were regarded as the heads, and wherein their legates pretended 
to command with an authority ſuperior to the generals, and even the prin- 
ces that engaged in theſe pious expeditions; a new ſort of ſovereignty, un- 
known in former ages, which, 8 2 pretence of oppoſing the invaſions of 
infidels, ſubjected vaſt armies of Chriſtians to the popes orders, and in many 
inſtances when ſovereigns were at the head of them. . 


THz pope, full of theſe great views, and deſigning to ſuccour the new king 
of Jeruſalem, was throughly perſuaded, that nothing but a new cruſade coule 
bring thoſe numerous armies into the field, that were the terrour of the Bar- 
barians. To raiſe therefore troops, in moſt of thè dominions in Chriſtendom, 
he reſolved, after the example of Urban II. the firſt author of the cruſades, to call 
a general council: And beſides the bulls for that purpoſe, he cauſed publick 
notice to ap ad of it by a great number of ccclefialtick; and religions, who 
ſpread themſelves over all Europe, * 15 their ſermons cried up the _ oe

The Sa- 
razens on their part engaged to reſtore the true croſs, and all the captives 
they had at Babilon in Egypt, or grand Cairo and Damaſcus; to conduct the 
army to a place of ſafety, and ſupply them with proviſions in their retreat. 
Every thing was executed punctually on both ſides, except the reſtitution of 
the true croſs, which the infidels in all probability had loſt. The Chriſtian 121 
army diſperſed after this accident, and 105 legate 's preſumption hindered the

This calumny 
was ſpread through moſt countries of Chriſtendom, the pope thought him- 
ſelf obliged ro examine into it, and wrote upon that occaſion to the legate, 
the patriarch and chief leaders of the army. Publick and private informa- 
tions were given in, but they ended only in the confuſion of the ſlanderers; 
the legate, the patriarch, and the principal officers of the army, wrote back 
to the ſovereign pontif, chat they heard, with grief, the abominable calumny 
with which ſome had endeavoured to blacken the reputation of rhe military 
orders; that they themſelves were witneſſes to the contrary, and that theſe 
generous knights had ſpent the revenues of the two houſes, and exhauſted 
their ſubſtance, to ſupply the expence of the ſiege; that the order of S. John 
alone had advanced above eight thouſand byzantines; that they had loſt abun- 
dance of their knights, and that purſuant to the ſpirit of their inſtitution, they 
had prodigally thrown away their lives and fortunes in the defence of the Chri- 
ſtians.

maſter of the Teutonick order; and in caſe it ſhould pleaſe God to take him 
out of the world before he could paſs into the Holy Land, or his voyage 
ſhould be deferred, that then this great ſum ſhould be diſpoſed off _— : 
to the advice of the grand maſters of the hoſpitallers and templars; all whic 
: conditions the emperor ſubmitted to, as appears from that prince's diploma, 
 FREDERIC having the time he moved for, employed it honoura- 
bly in making preparations ſuitable to ſo great an enterprize. An hundred 
gallies and fifty ſhips were fitted out, by his orders, in the ports of the king- 
doms of Naples and Sicily; and ſeveral German princes, with an infinite num- 
ber of the cruſade, repaired to Brunduſium. In the middle of Auguſt, A. D. 
1227, that is, within the term he had ſtipulated with the pope, the em- 
peror himſelf embarked with a fleet that carried near forty thouſand men. 
But, after three days (ail, he fell ſick, as did alſo ſeveral princes and lords of his 
court, and among the reſt the landgrave of Heſſe. The landgrave's illneſs 
growing dangerous, the phyſicians were of opinion that the land- air would 
be of more benefit to him, than all the remedies of their art; they thereupon = 
pur into the port of Tarento, where the landgrave died, leaving his wife Eli- 
æꝛzabeth, daughter of Andrew king of Hungary, in a ſtate of widowhood, a 
princeſs not above twenty years of Age, and of great virtue.

TRE pontif, who ſaw with pain that he was not maſter in the capital of 
the Chriſtian world, retired to Perugia with all his court. The emperor was 
not ſatisfied with only driving him out of Rome. That prince, cruel and re- 
vengeful in his nature, uſed great ſeverities towards all whom he thought at- 
tached to the pope: The hoſpitallers and remplars, devoted to the intereſts of 
the holy ſee, ſuffered cruel perſecutions from the emperor's officers in the do- 
minions that he poſſeſſed in Italy ; they turned theſe knights, under various 
pretences, out of the lands which chey oſſeſſed, took all from them, even to 
their very ſlaves, and plundered their houſes. The emperour did not ſtop 
here, but, to make the pope feel the weight of his reſentment, he ſent troops 
into his territories, who ravaged Marca d' Ancona and the patrimony of S. 
Peter; and, as if he had a mind to inſult the power of the keys, he made 
uſe, in this expedition, of Sarazen ſoldiers his ſubhects in Sicily, that their i incre- 
dulity might make them proof againſt excommunicarion.

remain in the hands-of the infidels, with the privilege of a free exerciſe of 
their religion in it.

TAE bleſſed Gerard Mecati lived almoſt at t the lame time. He was born 
at Villamagna, a town about three or four miles from the famous city of 
Florence. He entered himſelf early in the order of hoſpitallers, as a ſerving 
brother, and diſcharged all the duties of his place with an ardent zeal and 
charity towards the poor. Having paſſed part of his life in the hoſpitals of 
the order, a deſire of greater perfection, and the love of retirement and ſoli- 
tude, made him procure the permiſſion of his ſuperiors to end his days in a 
deſert. He ſhut himſelf up in a poor cottage, without any eloaths but a long 
hair cloth, or any food, but herbs and wild fruits. Paul Mimi, in his trea- 
tiſe of the gentry * F lorerice, ſpeaks of the bleſſed Gerard in theſe terms: 
Gerard Mecati, a native of Villamagna, was a ſerving brother in the illu-

own hand, aſſumed the imperial ornaments at Nice, with the title of em- 
perot, which he left to John Ducas his ſon in aw; ſurnamed Vatacius; 
which would make one ſuſpect that this prince was deſcxnded of rhe imperial 
Houſe of Ducas only by the female fide. 

ExcxrriNG the point of ſchiſm, he was one of the greateſt princes- of 
1 age, wiſe, vigilant and indefatigable, always mindful of events, and on 
the watch to obſerve the ſtare and diſpoſition of the kingdoms adjoining to 
his own. All theſe provinces afforded him ſo many enemies. He looked 
upon the poſſeſſors of them, whether Chtiſtians or Mahomerans, as uſurpers; 
bur, wiſe in the ordering of his deſigns, he took his meaſures ſo well tht he 
hever had but one enemy at a time to oppole. He ſcarce ever wanted pre- 
tences to make war, an en: if he did not carry it on with ſucceſs, he was ftill 
leſs ata loſs for means to bring about a peace. Thus, to prevent the pope's 
ſending of ſuccours to the Latin emperors of Conſtantinople, he affected a 
great zeal for the union of the Greek church with the Latin, and carried 
the matter ſo far, as to have conferences held upon the beat in his o 
palace, whetein he aſſiſted hitnſ elf, and to encourage a complying and re- 
conciling temper; aſſumed the character of a diſintereſted mediator. 'Twas 
by ſuch a politick conduct, as much as by his valour, that, after driving the 
Latin emperors out of Aſia Minor, he carried his arms into Europe, and ad- 
vanced to attack them in the very center of the empire. 

SUCH was the famous Vatacius, with whom the hoſpitallers were accuſed 
of holding correſpondence. But if we reflect that this Greek prince was of- 
ren engaged T the ſame infidels, with whom the knights of S. John 
were continually at war, why ſhould it be thought ſtrange that in a com-

Joan de Brienne repaired to Conſtantinople, took upon him the govern- 
ment, repulſed and defeated the emperor Varacius and Azen king of Bulga- 
ria, who threatened Conſtantinople with a ſiege. But as that . was then 
above fourſcorc years old, the empire could not reap all the advantages they 
might have juſtly expected from his valour and long experience in the con- 
duct of armies, if he had been leſs advanced in age. Every one's thoughts 
was now taken up with diſmal preſages of the ſhorr duration of the empire 
of the Latins. Young Baldwin himſelf was even obliged to travel into Italy, 
and other kingdoms of Chriſtendome, with John de Bethune his governour, 
to implore ſuccour.

The deſign 
of their embaſſy was to redeem out of the hands of the Sarazens, the hoſpi- 
tallers and templars that had been taken in the late battel and delivered up to 
them by the Coraſmins. Formerly both the orders had always looked upon 
thoſe that ſurrendered priſoners of war, as ſo many dead men; but now, 
at ſuch a difmal juncture, the grand maſters did not think it proper to keep 
up to the ſeverity of this diſcipline: And in hopes of receiving a new re- in-

Some ſought an aſylum in the iſle of Cy- 
prus, and the reſt took refuge in the ports of Greece and Italy. There 
remained only in the place about twelve thouſand regular troops, com- 
poſed chiefly of the hoſpitallers, templars, Teutonicks arid ſome ſecular 


ſoldiers that fought under the banners of the-three orders. 


Henry II. king of Cyprus, who all this while appropriated to himſelf Chronic. 
the title of king of Jeruſalem, landed in the port of Acre at the head Nangis ad 
of two hundred horſe, and five hundred foot. This was but a weak 199 
re · inforcement againſt the formidable power of the ſultan; and beſides 

that Chriſtian prince was not very much in repute for his courage. 

So the garriſon, which ſaw plainly they could not hold out long with- 


out a commander that was skilled in the art of war, elected by com- 


mon conſent, brother Peter de Beaujeu grand maſter of the templars, 
a general of great experience who had grown old in the command of 
armies, to be governour of the place.

CELESTINE, Who was a weak man, took the voice of an impoſtor for that 

of heaven, and beſides he choſe rather to return to the private condition of a 
monk, than continue any longer in a dignity, where he was not allowed to do 
the good he-wiſhed, and hinder the evil he could not bear. In fine, whether 

it was inſpiration or diſtaſte for a court where politicks then got the better 

of the maxims of the goſpel, he propoſed himſelf, and made his own ab- 
dication * in a full Has, with a magnarimity, of which there had never 
been an inſtance before, nor perhaps will be hereaſter. Cardinal Cajetan, 
who had taken all poſſible meaſures to facilitate the acceptance of his reſig- 
nation, reaped the fruits of it in the next conclaye, and, by the help of his 
cabal, was raiſed to the height of his wiſhes, and inveſted with that eminent 
dignity. He took the name of Boniface VIII. he was learned in the civil and 1994. 
canon law, an excellent politician, and a conſummate ſtateſman; but of an 
unmeaſurable ambition, covetous, revengeful and cruel; and during all the 
time of his poritificate, was wholly taken up with the chimerical project of 
uniting the temporal and ſpiritual ſwords, employing the authority he was in- 
veſted with, which was purely ſpiritual, to acquire, under one pretext or 
other, a temporal dominion over the territories of all Chriſtian princes; ſuch 
was his ambition, a paſſion to which his predeceſſor fell the firſt ſacrifice. 

CELESTINE, by his abdication, becoming again brother Peter de Mour- 
hon, flattered himſelf that he had ſhaken off all fetters and recovered his 
Liberty. The good man was for making no other ule of it, but to chule a 
deſert where he might pals the reſt of his days a ſtranger to all the world;

IE king of Cyprus finding himſelf wounded by the imperious pontifs 
letters in a part the moſt ſenſible of any to princes, and in his ſovereign au- 
thority, omitted nothing to make the knights feel the Whole weight of his 
reſentment. He declared publickly that he would not ſuffer a ſet f men in 
the heart of his dominions that pretended to be independent of all other 
authority but that of the pope's. His miniſters thereupon, in contempt of 
che pontif's prohibition, compelled the knights to pay their poll money, and 
this coyerous prince exacted the fame tribute of the clergy. The nobility 
and gentry. were not exempted from it, and the people who generally pa 
more das Coreg orders of the ſtate, and always firſt, were ſtill worſe 
created.

This prince by his greedineſs raiſed a general diſcontent. The templars, 
who were naturally proud and haughty, and by the neceſſities of the kings 
of Jeruſalem, who ſtood in need of their ſuccour, had acquired a ſort of in- 
dependence, being incenſed againſt Henry, fomented the national diſcontent, 
which broke out at laſt into añ open revolt.

But having diſcovered by the former campaign how inconſiderable a 
force the kings of Armenia and Cyprus were able to bring into the field, and 
being ſenſible, that the military orders could not of themſelves make head againſt 
the ſoldan's power, he was fully convinced, that to drive the Sarazens both 
out of Syria and Paleſtine, and enable the Chriſtians to maintain themſelves 
in the latter, it was neceſſary to engage the princes of the welt in this war, 
and bring ſome cruſade into the Levant, like rhe firſt of e de Bouil- 
lon, which had driven them out of the Holy Land. 
Tus was the motive of a noted embaſſy, which he ſent to pope Boniface 
VIII. and which afterwards proceeded on to France. There are fome hi- 
ſtorians indeed, that aſcribe this negotiation to Mahomer Gayateddin, other - 
wiſe called Al iaptou, brother and ſucceſſor to Gazan. The Perſians in their I 
tongue, call this latter Chodabenda, i, e. the ſervant of God: Haiton the 
hiſtorian, names him Carbaganda, and ſays that his mother was a Chriſtian, 
and that he was baptized and named Nicholas, bur that after his mother's 
death he turned Melina: But whoever was the author of this embaſſy, 
the perſon deputed upon that occaſion, arriving at Rome, deſired the 
in the cham his maſter's name, to engage the moſt powerful princes of his 
communion, to join part of their troops to the armies he had on foot, in 
order to drive the Sarazens out of Syria and Paleſtine, offering to leave the 
Latin Chriſtians the entire poſſeſſion of the Holy Land.

—_ nions were ſupreme in temporals, but then he pretended to à right of taking 
ognifance of the differences that roſe between them, under pretence, as he 
laid, that it behoved him to know, if they could in certain junctures and 
circumſtances make war without ſin. In virtue of this cavilling diſtinction, 
che new caſuiſt was for drawing to his own tribunal che cogniſance und 
abſolute deciſion of all their differences, and he threatened ſuch as refuſed to 
ſubmit to it, to excommunicate them, to lay an interdict on their dominions, 
and abſolve their ſubjects from their oath of fidelity. Twas the ſhorteſt way 
of attaining to an univerſal monarchy, but unluckily for the ſucceſs” of theſe 
pretenſions. The pontif, in the perſon of Philip the Fair, had to do with a 
powerful prince, haughry and imperious in his nature, infinitely jealous of the 
rights of his crown, rightly apprized of thoſe of the pope's, and who at the 
fame time that he denied them nothing that. was due to the viſible head of 
the church, did yer maintain with an invincible firm neſs, that thoſe pontifs, 
with regard to Chriſtian monarchs, had not authority but what was purely 
ſpiritual, that this very authority was barely miniſterial, and that they ought 
to govern the church of Chriſt according to the canons of general coun- 
 Bonrracs, enraged to meet with ſuch an obſtacle to the eſtabliſhment of 
his chimerical project, had raiſed up enemies on all ſides againſt France, and 
even againſt the perſon of the king. Tis to this pontif, that the revolt of 
the Flemings, wy che Engliſh war is aſcribed. And whilſt theſe open enemies 
were attacking the frontiers of the kingdom, the ſovereign pontif left no 
methods untried to raiſe ſeditions within it, and debauch the ſecular and re- 
gular clergy from the obedience they owed their ſovereign. g. 
Soc was the diſpoſition of Boniface, when the cham of Tartary's em- 
baſſador arrived at Rome. The imperious pontif eagerly catched at this 
pretence of ſignalizing his pretended power over the perſon of the king and 
I the firſt cruſades, the popes, with regard to ſovereigns, never made uſe 
of any means but thoſe of intreaty and exhortation. But afterwards, and as 
opportunities offered, to get rid of princes whoſe power they were jealous 
_ of, they engaged them in thoſe expeditions by motives of penance, and 
ſometimes on pain of excommunication. Thus by menacing them with the 
cenſures of the church, they had created a ſort of right in the papacy to ſend 
the greateſt monarchs into the eaſt in a ſtare of exile, tho' ſtill under the pre- 
1 . text of delivering the Holy Land out of the hands of the infidels.

Beſides, this prelate was an enemy to Philip the Fair, and particu- 


larly ſo to Charles de Valois, that prince's brother, who, during the wars be- 


tween the French and Engliſh, had ravaged the caſtles and lands of his bro- 
ther and neareſt relations. Vet this was the prelate upon whom cardinal Du- 


pre fixed his eyes to make him pope. He knew him thoroughly, and made 


no queſtion but a man of his character would eaſily ſacrifice his old friends, 
and firſt benefactors to his promotion.

maſters of ſome iſland in the neighbourhood of the Holy Land, where the

WIr regard to the union of the two orders, the pope, in all probability, 
was ſenſible of the inconveniences attending it, and the ſolidity of the grand 
maſter's reaſons, and the pious and religious ſentiments that appear through- 
out his laſt memorial could not but make an impreſſion on him. Nor is it 
improbable, that the pope propoſed this union of the templars with the ho- 
ſpitallers only as a fort of reform of the firſt; and to avoid bringing thoſe 
crimes upon the board, which Philip the Fair had complained to him of in 
private, and which his embaſſadors ſolicited him warmly to examine into 
and puniſh. Not to interrupt the thread of the narration, with regard to 
the particulars concerning the iſle of Rhodes, I ſhall forbear to enter into the 
detail of this extraordinary event, and of the proceedings againſt the remplars, 

till T come to the year in which that affair was ended. e 

Tux deſign of the hoſpirallers, as we have ſaid, was to abandon the iſle 
of Cyprus, and endeavour to make themſelves maſters of that of Rhodes. But 

a project of ſuch importance required forces ſuperior to thoſe of the order. 
The grand maſter, in hopes of obtaining aſſiſtance from the pope and king 
of France, went into that kingdom, and came to Poitiers, where they were 

both met by agreement to treat about the affair of the templars. Fulk de 

Villaret deſired a private audience of them. He began with laying before 
them the cruel exactions with which the king of Cyprus and his miniſters 
were continually loading the hoſpitallers; the miſtruſtful and jealous humour 
of that prince, who, for fear of drawing upon himſelf the reſentment and 
arms of the ſultan of Egypt, and other infidel princes, obſtructed the arma- 
ments of the order, and hindered the knights from going out of his ports. 

The grand maſter, after ſhewing how impoſſible it was for his order to con- 
tinue any longer in the territories of a prince governed by ſuch timorous po- 

 liricks, acquainted them with the intented enterprize on the iſle of Rhodes. 

He laid before them all the advantages of it, and repreſented to them, that

VAar1ous are the names that have at various times been given to the iſle 
of Rhodes. The Greeks called it Ophiuſa, or the iſle of . becauſe 
of the multitude of ſerpents that infected it. Some ſay, that it had the name 
of Rhodes from a roſe bud made of braſs, which was taken up out of the 
foundation of Lindus, one of its chief cities, and that the inhabitants ſtamped 
the figure of it on their coin. But an able antiquary has ſhewn, that thoſe 
who eſpouſe this ſentiment, have miſtaken a roſe for the flower of a pome- 
granate, which the Rhodians ordinarily made uſe of in dying their cloth, and 
which they impreſſed upon their coin for the ſame reaſon that the Tyrians 
ſtamped theirs with the ſhell of that valuable little fiſh called the purple. 
The moſt common and probable opinion derives the original of the name 
of Rhodes, from the quantity of roſes with which that iſland is ſtocked al- 
moſt all the year round. e | | 
TRE iſland of Rhodes is ſituate in that part of the Mediterranean which is 
called the Carpathian ſea. It has the iſſe of Cyprus on the eaſt, that of 
Candia on the weſt, Egypt on the ſouth, and on the north lie Caria and 
Lycia, which make part of Aſia Minor, now called Natolia, from which it 
is divided only by a channel, not above twenty miles broad; it is about 
ſxſcore miles in circumference.

of Rhodes was no leſs famous for its academies, and for the great men that 


came out; thence, accompliſhed in all kinds of literature. is ſufficiently 


known to have been the ſchool of the Romans, particularly for eloquence, 
and whither they went to perfect themſelves in the talent of ſpeaking, ſo 
neceſſary in that commonwealth, for all that were concerned in the go- 
Bur what is yet more ſurprizing, is, that the Rhodians, a people of ſuch ap- 
plication to arts and ſciences; which ſeem: only calculated for peace, were no leſs 
famous for their arms, theit conqueſts, and their colonies. They excelled e- 


arſenals and magazines capable of fitting out whole fleets, and they became 
ſo powerful by ſea, that there was not in all Aſia a monarch but courted 


their alliance. But they neyer employed their; forces more willingly than 
againſt pirates. I was by their skill in failing, and a wile diſcipline, ſays

Strabo, that they ſo long kept poſſeſſion of che empire of the ſea. 


ut all theſe talents which made this iſle ſo famous in the time of the

Greeks, and Romans, were entirely neglected by the Greeks. of the lower 


empire.

Rhodes, and made a bailiwick, and an epiſcopal ſee under 
Tn grand maſter having eſtabliſhed his authority, and ordered all things 

to his mind in theſe iſlands, came back to Rhodes in triumph. He was in 
hopes of enjoying there with comfort and ne the firſt fruits of his 
victory, when he found himſelf attacked by a formidable enemy, raiſed up a- 
gainſt him by the corſairs and the other Mahometans, who had joined with 
the Greek inhabitants, in defending the iſle of Rhodes againſt the knights. 
Theſe infidels, after their defeat, and to avoid the firſt fury of the victorious 
ſoldiers, had got on board ſome barks, and under the ſhelter of the night had 


landed fafe on the coaſt of Lycia, from whence they diſperſed themſelves in- 
to different places, and part of them took refuge in the territories of Ottoman, 
carrying thither their complaints and the hiſtory of their calamities. 
Obſervations Os MAN, or Ottoman, nas whom the Turkiſh emperors of that denomi- 
fur gene nation are deſcended, reigned at chat time over part of Birhynia, a province. 
ye Twi, of Alia Minor, or Natolia.. Thar prince, cithcr our of zeil for hi religion, or 
out of ambition, and a deſire of aggrandizing himſelf, or it may be to prevent 
ſuch-bold and; enterprizing neighbours from ſettling ſo near his dominions, 
took theſe refugees into his protection, and reſolyed to drive the knights out 
of the iſle of Rhodes before they had time to eſtabliſh their dominions there: 
This we are how going to relate. But perhaps the reader will not be diſplea 
ſed to have a more particular account of the original, the fortune, the deſigns 
and conqueſts of a prince and houſe, which from very weak beginnings — 
extended itſelf with a wonderful rapidity into three parts of our continent, 


and laid the foundation of this new empire almoſt at the very time that the 
knights of S. John ſeized the iſle of Rhodes, as if providence. had directed 
chem thither, to ſerve as a barrier againſt Ottoman and his ſucceſſors, and 
Th, the progreſs of the Turkiſh arms by their valour. | 


HERE are different accounts of the origin of this houſe; ſome derive it 


from a Tartar, or Nomadian ſhepherd, who quitting the care of his flock, 
applied himſelf to arms, ſet up for a dueller, and upon yanquiſhing in ſingle 
combat a Greek trooper belonging to the army of the emperor John Com- 
nenus, received by way of recompence from Aladin, ſultan of Iconium, the 
town of Ottomanzick, from whence his poſterity have taken their name. 

; TrovGH the Turks in general are not uſually fond of counterfeit genealogies, 
leaving that illuſion to the yanity of Chriſtians ; yet the princes of this houſe, 
after they were arrived. to that ESD and height of power which made 
hem formidable to all their neighbours, did not care to own ſo mean an ori-

one Soliman, who lived A. D. 1214. and in the year 611. of the Hegira. Guilletierre, 


He was chief of one of thoſe tribes of Nomades, who having no particular 
countrey of their own, wandred from place to place, ſtopping ſucceſſively 
vrherever they were ſuffered to do ſo, and where they found good paſture for 
their flocks: It is ſaid, that this Tartar, or Turk, being driven out of Perſia 


with his tribe, was drowned in attempting to ſwim croſs the Euphrates on

AFTER his death, Orthogul, or Orthogrul one of his children, became the 
head and leader of the tribe, and applied himſelf for a place of retreat to Alac- 
din III. of the Selgeucidian race of Turcomans, and ſultan of Iconium: That 
prince took him into his ſervice, and aſſigned his tribe ſome lands in Armenia 
Minor to inhabit. Ottoman, ſon to Orthogul, by his courage and valour 
carried his hopes and fortune to e pitch. His tribe and troops increa- 
ſed conſiderably by a great number of adventurers chat joined him, and drawn 
by the fame of his valour and liberality, were deſirous to fight under his ban- 
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ner. He made them brave ſoldiers, and excellent warriors, and the ſucceſs 


of his arms kept pace with his courage. Alaedin, charmed with his reputa- 
tion, ſent him a veſt, a fabre, a ſtandard, and a pair of kettle drums. It is 
reported, that as often as Ottoman heard the found of that warlike muſick, 
to ſhew his reſpect to the ſultan, he never failed, if he was fitting, to riſe up, 
thereby ſignifying, as it were, that he was always ready to march at his com- 
mand. But notwithſtanding theſe exterior marks of zeal and ſubmiſſion, the 
ſultan, who was old and without iſſue, grew jealous of him, and dreading his 
courage and ambition, put him upon making war againſt the Greeks, for tear 
he ſhould turn his arms againſt himſelf. 


OTTOMAN took whole provinces and conſiderable towns from the Greek A. D. 1299. 
emperors, which rendered him ſo powerful, that he aſſumed the title of ſul- Hegir. 699. 


tan, with the conſent of Alaedin himſelf. Others ſay, that he was not inveſted 
with that ſovereign title, till after the death of his maſter. 


THAT prince, the laſt of the Selgeucides, being dead, his gen ls, like A- 
lexander the Great's captains, divided his dominions among them. Part of 
Bithynia and Cappadocia fell to Ottoman. That prince knew how to main- 


tain this riſing empire, by new conqueſts which he gained in Lycia and Ca- 
ria, as well as by the wiſdom of his government, and the ſingular goodneſs 
of his nature; a virtue rarely to be found in a warlike prince and a conque- 
ror. The fame of his affability has been conveyed down by tradition among 
the Turks, and is preſerved to this day. When their emperors mount the 
Throne, amidſt the publick acclamations, and among the virtues worthy of a 
ſoyercign, they neyer fail to wiſh them the goodneſs of Ottoman; which 
ſhews, that they are heroes, and virtuous princes, that found and raiſe em- 
pires, and tyrants and effeminate ones that loſe em. A Prelete hte 
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in the ifle, advanced towards the capital, and inveſted it. The grand maſter 
had ſcarce time enough to repair the walls, but the baſtions and fortifications 
were {till in a ruinous condition. Experience ſhewed on this occaſion, that 
no place can be more ſecurely fortified, than by the courage and valour of 


thoſe that defend ir. The knights ſtood ſeveral ſtorms: The Turks loſt abun- 


dance of men in theſe aſſaults; and Ottoman, that was ſo ſucceſsful in all his 


Great, count of Savoy. They fay, that this prince, coming with a mighty 


enterprizes, miſcarried in this, and was obliged to raiſe the ſiege and em- 
SEVERAL hiſtorians pretend, that the knights of Rhodes owed their deli- 
verance, and the preſervation of their late conqueſt, to Amee V. called the 


fleet to their ſuccour, landed his troops, advanced againſt the enemy, defeated 
them in battel, and forced Ottoman to raiſe the ſiege, and re-imbark, Theſe 
writers add, that Amee, to preſerve the memory of this great event, and ſo 
glorious a victory, took thereupon for his device theſe four capitals, divided 


by ſtops from one another, F. E. R. T. which were afterwards explained 


by theſe latin words, Fortitudo ejus Rhodum tenuit; meaning, that the valour 
of that prince preſerved the town of Rhodes; nay, they will needs have it, 


that Amee, after this battel, ſtruck the eagle of Savoy out of his arms, and 


took in its ſtead the croſs of S. John. 


THovucn an event ſo extraordinary in itſelf, and ſo honou rable for the houſe 


of Savoy, has been related by an infinite number of writers, and is mention- 
ed too in the hiſtorians of the order, yet the ſtrict regard we owe to truth, 
obliges us to declare, that we look upon this relation as falſe, falſe both in ſub- 
ſtance and in all irs circumſtances, e e

THar prince, in 1309, was in England, and preſent at the ceremony of 


the coronation of Edward II. and the year following A. D. 13 10, in Septem- 


ber, he was at Chambery, where he entertained Henry II. count of Luxem- 
burg, emperor elect, and attended him aſterwards in his Italian voyage to 
Rome, whither that prince went to receive the imperial crown; and it is 
plain from cotemporary hiſtorians, that he did not ſtir from the emperor ei- 
ther in that or the following year. e - 

Wirn regard to the myſterious device, upon which they found this pre- 


tended expedition into the iſle of Rhodes, Louis of Savoy, baron de Vaux, 


who died in 1301, ſtamped it upon his coin above ten years before Ottoman 
attacked thę knights; and we ſtill ſee upon the tomb of Thomas of Savoy, 
father of Mee V. whom we are now ſpeaking of, the repreſentation of a 
dog lying ar his feet, with a collar, about which we read the word, Fert, 
without any points to disjoin the Letters. FEE „ 
Nox is there any more force in the proof they would draw from the croſs 
of the order of S. John, which they * was firſt born by Amee, in the 
arms of his family. For beſides that the princes of Piedmont bore the ſame 
croſs long before, we find it as high as A. D. 1304, in a ſeal of Thomas of 
Savoy, fed to a treaty which he made that very year with Stephen de Co- 


ligni, lord of Andelot; which ſhews clearly, that all that they have invented 


to explain theſe four myſterious letters, is a mere fable, and that the knights 
of Rhodes owed the firſt defence of chat place to nothing but their own va- 
lour and their arms.

as that of Rhodes, ſecured a commodious port for all the cruſades: Where- 
as the templars by their precipitate retreat into Europe, to their commande- 
ries, and by the effeminate and luxurious lives they led there, ſeemed to have 
renounced their profeſſion, and left the holy places for ever as a prey to the 
Turks and Sarazens. Theſe diſcourſes, which were not deſtitute. of truth, 
with others ſtill more odious that were privately ſpread abroad, determined 
the king of France to proſecute his deſign of ſuppreſſing that order. 
WI do not certainly know in what year that prince took up this terrible 
reſolution againſt rhe templars: It only appears from hiſtory, that a citizen of 
Beꝛiers, named Squin de Florian, and a templar that had apoſtatized from his 
order, having been apprehended for enormous crimes, ws committed to the 
ſame dungeon, theſe. two villains deſpairing of life, confeſſed one another, for PRO V4 
want of the ſacrament of penance, which at that time was not adminiſtred to 
criminals going to execution. The ſame practice was in uſe among ſuch as tra- 
velled by ſea, if in a ſtorm they Gd themſelves in danger of being loſt, 
and there was no prieſt in the ſhip. * | 
Sci having heard the templars confeſſion, called one of the king's offi- 
cers, and told him, that he was ready to reveal a ſecret to that prince of ſuch 
importance, that he would receive more advantage from the knowledge of it, 
than from the conqueſt of an entire kingdom; but that he would never diſ- 
cover it to any d but the king himſelf. Other hiſtorians aſcribe this fact 
to a templar prior of Montfaucon, and to another knight of the ſame order,

WAT EVER were the names of theſe villains, Philip the Fair, at the in- 
ſtance of him that deſired to ſpeak with him, and perhaps out of impatience 
to know the ſecret which was to procure him ſuch immenſe riches, ſent for 
him to Paris. He reſolved to hear himſelf what he had to ſay, and aſter pro- 
miſing him a full pardon, and even a reward, if he told the truth, the cri- 
minal, who had drawn up the plan of his accuſation, charged the w hole bo- 
dy of the templars with robbery, murder, idolatry, and ſodomy. ..

Ir appears likewiſe, that the pope, either on account of this affair, or that 
of Bonitace, whoſe memory the king inſiſted he ſhould condemn, and cen- 
ſure him as an impious perſon a a heretick, finding himſelf beſet with 
the miniſters of that prince, had been deſirous of a time to be out of 
his territories; and that he even diſguiſed himſelf ro eſcape from Poitiers, and 
in A. D. 1306, ſet out with ſome cardinals for Bourdeaux, Without any o- 
ther attendants but ſome mules to carry his money. But being diſcovered

A sry fo extraordinary, cauſed a general ſurprize all over Chriſtendom. 
Some aſcribed it to the ſecret reſentment which the king, who was reyenge- 
ful in his nature, retained, as they faid, againſt the templars, for having de- 
clared themſclves in favour of Boniface VIII. during the differences between 
him and rhat pontif. Ir was faid likewiſe, that they had furniſhed the pope 
with conſiderable ſums; and to incenſe the king the more, they added, that 
a templar, treaſurer to Philip, had been fo faithleſs to his maſter, as to take 
the king's own money to aſſiſt his enemy with it out of the treaſury, as - 
may be ſeen in the ſixth article of the accuſations brought againſt them, and 
recited in the great chronicle of St. Denis, in the reign of Philip the Fair.

and naked, with only a poor pittance for them to ſubſiſt on in the road. 
Sou warm perſons, called likewiſe to mind what had paſſed in Italy at 
Anagni, the countrey and reſidence of Boniface VIII. whoſe treaſure was 
plunder d by ſome French and Italian adventurers, that the king maintained 
privately beyond the mountains, under the command of Nogaret and Colon- 
na. They faid the king had put into his own pocket the greateſt part of

corporated into this new order; that they ſhould be all obliged to take the 
habit of it, and acknowledge the authority of one grand maſter general, who 
ſhould be named for that purpoſe by the ſovereign pontif. To engage the 
king in this project, the author of the memorial propoſed, that his majeſty 
ſhou'd enter into a treaty with all the other ſovereigns that aſſumed the title 
of kings of Jeruſalem, and get that title conferred on the king of Cyprus, 
who had neither wife nor children; and that this prince, being made grand 
maſter of the order, ſhould take the habit, be profeſſed, and declare Philip,

| Tas letter, taken from the royal records of France, by Peter Dupuy, oer VIII. 
ſhews us how impatient the king was at the leaſt delay in this affair. The 55 
conduct he had obſerved, in regard to pope Boniface, making his ſucceſſor 
pprehenſive of drawing upon his back a prince, reſolute and incapable of 
ever deſiſting from what he had once taken in hand. Clement found him- 
{elf obliged ro yield to a temper, and relax ſomewhar of the formalities of 
law. The affair was accommodated by the endeavours of the two cardinals, 
and a good harmony reſtored between the ſpiritual and temporal powers. 
It was agreed, that the king ſhould put the perſons and effects of the tem- 
plars into the hands of the pope's nuncio, which was executed immediate- 
ly, tho' they were ſtill guarded by the king's ſubjes: 5 


But for form ſake, and to pleaſe the pope, it was ſaid, that they were 
guarded in his name, and in the name of the church. Much the fame me- 
thod was obſerved with regard to their effects, and the perſons in whoſe 
hands they were depoſited. Every thing indeed was adminiſtred in the pope's 
name; but among the adminiſtrators, were William Piſdoue and Rene Bour- Pupuy, p.r;.

There are ſome hiſtorians, that ſay, he had made the 
ike confeſſion before ar Paris, and in conſequence of that had even wrote a 
circular letter to all his knights, exhorting them to imitate him in his confel- 
ſion, and repentance. The commiſſioners of the holy ſee at their return from 
Chinon, delivered the verbal proceſs or report of this confeſſion to the pope 
and the king. That prince was returned to Poitiers, to ſolicite the more ef- 
fetually the condemnation of the whole body of the templars, and obtain 
from the pope the utter extinction of the order. 1 ; e 
- Bur while they were taking their meaſures for this purpoſe, and laying the 
main ſtreſs of their proceedings upon the confeſſions of a great number of 
templars, they were ſurprized to hear, that moſt of thoſe knights had recan- 


ted their confeſſions, and declared, they were extorted from them by force 


of torments; that they openly deteſted the pardon, which the king's officers 
tendered them, and that they looked upon it as the price of falſehood and 


the ſcandalous recompence of a prevarication that was equally prejudicial to 


their honour and their conſcience. __ | 
- In the mean time, the kings of England, Caſtile, Aragon, and Sicily, the 
count of Provence, and moſt of the princes of Chriſtendom, and even the 


archbiſhops of Italy, had, at the pope's inſtances, cauſed all the templars in 


their dominions to be apprehended. Garriſons at the ſame time had been put 
into their commanderies, all their effects had been ſeized, and continual pre- 
parations were making in all quarters to carry on the proſecution againſt them. 

Taz templars of Aragon took refuge immediately in ſome fortreſſes, which 
they had built at their own expence to defend the countrey againſt the in- 
curſions of the Moors, from whence they wrote to the pope in their own 
Juſtification. They remonſtrated to him, chat their faith was pure, and had 
never fallen under the leaſt ſuſpicion; that they had often ſealed the confel- 
ſion of it with their blood; that great numbers of their brethren, at this very 
time, when they were fo barbarouſly perſecuted, were actually groaning un- 
der a grievous ſlavery among the Moors, who were daily offering them their 
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world; but that he was an illiterate knight, i.e. he could neither write nor 
read, as was the caſe of moſt of the gentry at that time. He deſired the li- 
berty of having council, © though, ſays he, they have nor left me four deniers 
< to defray the expence of ſuch a proſecution.” rr og IE 
Iux commiſſioners replied, that in a proſecution for herely, the accuſed 
were never allowed the benefit of council, or the aſſiſtance of an advocate; 
that before he undertook this defence he would do well to conſider ſeriouſſy 
what he was about, that he ought eſpecially to remember the confeſſion that 
he had made himſelf at Chinon of his own crimes and thoſe of his order: 
And then the confeſſion was read over to him. Never was aſtoniſhment equal 
to that of the grand maſter. When he heard it read, he made the ſign of

But he replied, that the templars believed aſſuredly all that the catho- af 
lick church believed, and that it was to maintain this holy belief, that ſuch a 
number of thoſe knights had ſhed their blood againſt the Sarazens, the Turks 
and the Moors. e ee W 1 
BROTrHER Peter de Bologna, a prieſt, and procurator general of the order, 
repreſented to the ace that promiſes of impunity and threats of 
torments, had been equally made uſe of to obtain an acknowledgment of the 
crimes imputed to his brethren; that they had been told, that their order was 
tacitly given up already to deſtruction, and the pope was to aboliſh it folemn- 
ly in council. That letters patents with the king's ſeal upon them had been 
ſhewed to ſeveral priſoners, wherein, in caſe of their confeſſion, they were 
promiſed life, liberty and a penſion, as long as they lived, and that ſuch as 
could not be ſeduced by theſe promiſes, had been conſtrained by violent tor- 
tures. That it was much leſs ſurprizing, that frail men, to fave themſelves 
from torments, ſhould ſpeak according to the intention of thoſe that tormen- 
ted them, than it was to ſee ſuch numbers of the templars endure with con- 
ſtancy the moſt dreadful tortures, rather than betray the truth. That many 
of theſe knights were dead in dungeons, of the tortures they had ſuffered on

NoTwrTHSTANDING this defence, they proceeded to paſs ſentence. Some 3 
were entirely acquitted; others were condemned to a canonical penance, af: 
ter which they were to be ſet at liberty. Theſe were ſuch as adhered to the 
confeſſion of their faults, and had, to ſhew their abhorrence of the order, 
laid aſide the habit, and ſhaved the long beards, which they wore in con- 
formity to the cuſtom of the eaſtern nations. The templars, on the contra- 
ry, who had revoked their firſt confeſſion, and perſiſted in the proteſtations 
they had made of rheir innocence, were treated with exceſſive rigour. Fifty 
nine of them, among whom there was a chaplain of the king's, were degra- 
ded as relapſed hereticks by the biſhop of Paris, and delivered over to the ſe- 
cular arm. They were carried out of the gate of S. Antoine, and burnt alive 
at a ſlow fire. All of them in the midſt of the flames called upon the holy 
name of God, and what is more ſurprizing, there was not one of theſe fifty 
nine, that, to ſave himſelf from ſo dreadful an execution, would accept of the 
pardon, which their relations and friends offered them in the king's name, 
provided they would renounce their proteſtations. 1 
TERRE were great numbers of them in ſeveral other parts of France, that 
ſhewed the fame firmneſs in the midſt of the flames: They burnt them, but 
they could never extort from them an acknow t of the crimes laid to 
their charge. A thing aſtoniſhing indeed, ſays the biſhop of Lodeve, a co- 
A temporary hiſtorian, that all cho unfortunate perſons, who were executed 
in the moſt terrible manner, gave no other reaſon for their retractation but 'F 
the ſhame and remorſe they felt for having, through the violence of the 
rack, confeſſed crimes of which they pretended to be innocent . 
TE king, who had the affair of the templars exceedingly at heart, as the 
pope ſays of him, and the hiſtorians of that time agree, repaired to Vienna 
in Dauphiny at the time fixed by the pontif's bull; and came thither attend- 
ed by Louis his eldeſt ſon, king of Ni in right of his morher, by Phi- ” 
lip and Charles, brothers to that young prince, by Charles de Valois, and Baluzius in vi- 
Louis count d Eureux, their uncles and the king's brothers. That prince ap- ., Le e 
peared in this auguſt afſembly with a great court, others ſay, with a nume 
rous body of troops, to ſhew his power, and command reſpect. There were 
preſent in the council above three hundred biſhops, without reckoning the 
abbots, priors and moſt famous doctors of Chriſtendom.

Tux pope, who by this creation of a royal order, and ſuppreſſion of all 
others, fa they were going to withdraw all the military friars in Europe

Theſe com- 
miſſioners of the pope, ordered the preyor of Paris, to bring before them Jathes | 
de Molay, grand maſter of the templars, 4 dignity, ſays M. Dupuy, which 
put him on the level with princes, Having in that ny had the honour. 
of being godfather to one of the king's children. The ſecond of theſe pri- 
ſoners was Guy, brother to the dauphin of Viennois, ſovereign prince of 
Dauphiny. The third was Hugh de Peralde, great prior or vilitor of the 
_ priory of France; and the fourth was the great * wg of Aquitain, who 
Ir no where appears from the inſtruments and records of this famous 
proſecution, that theſe prelates examined or interrogated them anew, or 
that they confronted them with witneſſes. And though ſuch a method 
of proceeding was according to the. ordinaty forms and courſe. of the law, 
yet, it is probable, the commiſſioners were reſolved to conform themſelyes 
to the conduct which the pope and council had obſerved before them. 
They contented themſelves with the acknowledgment made by the pri- 
ſoners before the pope and the king, of the crimes laid to their charge: 
And it was upon this acknowledgment, purſuant to the intentions of the 
ſbyercign pontif, that the judges determined between themſelves to con- 
demn them only to perpetual impriſonment, in caſe they ſtood to their firſt 
confeſſion. But as it was a matter of great conſequence to calm the minds of 
the people, who were ſhocked at the vaſt number of” fires that had been 
lighted up in tlie ſeveral provinces of the kingdom, and it behoved them 
above all things to convince vel un of Paris, that it was with juſtice, that ſo 
many templars had been condemned to be burnt alive, they required of 
theſe four laſt who were the chief among them, to make a publick and 
ſimcere declaration of all the abuſes and crimes committed in the order, if 
they had a mind to ſave their lives, or expected that the pope and king 
ſhould keep their word with them. For this purpoſe, a ſcaffold was e- 
rected in the court before the carhedral church, and the ſheriffs men and 
ſoldiers brought the priſoners upon ir. Then one of rhe legates ſtood up, 
and opened tlie diſmal ceremony with a diſcourſe, wherein he 1 upon 
all the impieties and abominations, of which, he ſaid, the templars had been 
sonvicted by theit own acknowledgment. And to leave the audience no 
room to doubt, he called upon rhe grand maſter and his companions, to 
renew in the hearing of the people, the confeſſion which they had made 
before the pope: of their crimes and erro Tr.. 
"Twas in all probability to induce them to make this declaration, that on 
the one hand he aſſured them of a full 1 and on the other the exe- 
cutioners, to intimidate them, erected a pile of wood, as if they were to be 
burnt the moment that they revoked their confeſſion.

fame day with a flow fire, in a little iſle of the Seine between that prince' 


garden, and the conyetit of the Auguſtines. The grand maſter, in the midſt 
of chat exquiſite torment, ſhewed to his laſt moment the ſame firmneſs that 
he had done in the court of the cathedral; and expreſſed himſelf in the ſame 
manner. He repeated his proteſtations of the innocence of his order; but 


declared, that as to himſelf he deſerved to ſuffer, for having allowed the con- 


traty in the pope and the king's preſence. Mezeray tells us, that he had read 
an account of this affair, in which it is aid, that the grand maſter, when he 
had no other liberty left him but that of ſpeech, and was almoſt ſtifled, with 
the ſmoke, cried out a-loud, © Clement, thou unrighteous judge and barba- 
* rous executioner, I ſummon thee to appear in forty days before the judg- 
< ment- ſeat of God.” Some writers fay, that he ſummoned the king like- 
wiſe to appear there within a year. Perhaps the death of that prince and 
the pope which happened preciſely within thoſe terms, gave occaſion aſter- 


wards to the __ of this ſummons. The two great priors of France and 


Aquitain, ended their days in priſon. But Paulus milius fays, that one of 


them was burne with the grand maſter and the Dauphin of Viennois's bro-

after. One was hanged for freſh crimes, and the other was aſſaſſinated by 


Wr do not pretend to draw any inference from theſe facts: There is too 
much variety in the ancient hiſtorians, and too much partiality in the mo- 
dern, to be able to pronounce on either ſide with certainty. Among the lar- 

ter, ſome complain, that the templars were accuſed and indicted for holding 
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a criminal correſpondence with Saladine, whereas, fay they, after the battel of 
Tiberias, that victorious prince cut off the heads of all the templars that he 
had taken priſoners, as may be ſeen in. this hiſtory: Which is hardly conſiſtent 
wich ſuch a pretended correſpondence. oh nd Poe EP 
Non do they find any greater probability in the accuſation brought againſt 
them of having ſold the rown of S. John d' Acre to one of Saladine's ſucceſ- 
ſors: Since it is plain from all the cotemporary writers, that three hundred 
templars died in defence of this place, that their grand maſter de Beaujeu was 
killed on the breach, and that there eſcaped our of the maſſacre when the 
town was taken, only ten of his knights, who got into a bark, and failed

As for the ſins againſt chaſtity, and ſuch as nature itſelf abhors, theſe wri- 
ters maintain, that no ſtreſs ought to be laid on their confeſſion; that on the 
one hand they were offered a general pardon, with the promiſe of life, liber- 
ty, and a good penſion, and on the other they ſaw fires kindled to burn em; 
and that it is no wonder, if frail men ſhrink, and are intimidated at the ap- 
prehenſions of ſo terrible an execution. hay DET "aereneh 
Rainaldi ad OTHER hiſtorians of different ſentiments maintain on the contrary, that it 
annum 1313-15 impoſſible to reflect on the courſe of the proſecution; the infinite number 
„ witneſſes as well templars as others, the quality of the judges, the agree- 
ment of the accuſations brought againſt theſe knights in all the kingdoms 
of Chriſtendom, the quality too of the perſons: guilty, the teſtimony of ſeve- 
ral foreign hiſtorians, the little inclination that the pope had ar firſt to con- 
demn them, and what paſſed in the council of Vienne; that it is impoſſible, 
I ay, to reflect on the nature and number of theſe different circumſtances; 
without being perſuaded of the juſtice of their condemnation. Tis very pro- 
bable, ſays Mariana the Jeſuit, that they were not all innocent, nor yet all 
Mariana 1. x5. guilty. This is the 5 of that judicious hiſtorian, who obſerves, that 
. the puniſhments inflicted on them, ſeemed cruel to abundance of people, and 
that it was ſcarce probable, that theſe irregularities ſhould have infected all the 
| particulars of ſo large a body diſperſed over all Chriſtendom, but that the 
_ extinction of ſo famous an order, ought to ſerve for an inſtruction to others 
of the ſame kind, and teach them not to depend ſo much on their riches, as 
on the practice of thoſe virtues, that are ſuitable to their profeſſion, in order 
to avoid falling into the like misfortunes.

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As the pope's deſign in diſpoſing of the templars eſtates in favour of the 
hoſpitallers did not ſuit the ſecret views of Denys king of Portugal, that 
prince made ule of an honourable pretext to get the ſtart of the ponrif. 
He inſtituted a military order, which he called the order of Chriſt, and 
annexed to it the eſtates of the templars in his dominions. After this 
ſettlement, he ſent embaſſadors to Rome, to demand of pope John 
XXII. a confirmation of this new order of knighthood, which the pope 
granted: cf, Let net cnc _ 15 e e eee Ae. 
FERDINAND IV. king of Caſtile, did not take ſo much precaution; 
and though the templars had been declared innocent in a council held ar 
Salamanca, this prince made no ſcruple to ſeize on their eſtates, and an- 
nexed to his demeſnes conſiderable cities which had belonged to them, and 
had been granted by the pope to the knights of Rhodes. 
Tux conduct which the kings of Caſtile, Aragon and Portugal, have 
obſerved ſince, with regard to theſe new military orders, moſt of them 
founded out of the ruins of that of the templars, ſhews, that the ap- 
prchenſions of the popes Clement V. and John XXII. were not al- 
together groundleſs. For the ſucceſſors of thoſe princes, found out a 
way afterwards to annex the four grand maler of the orders of 
S. James, Calatraya, and Alcantara, and of Chriſt, to their own perſons, 
by the title of perpetual adminiſtrators, which brought them in im- 
menſe revenues. To make the religious knights of theſe Spaniſh or- 
ders ſome fort of amends, they obtained from the court of Rome in 
their favour, the liberty of marrying, and of leaving off the regular ha-

received them very obligingly. They add, that the archbiſhop pro- 
ceeded (6 far, as to invite the count to take a ſeat in the aſſembly; that 
the count, on the other hand, declared to him, that he was not come 
to do violence to any body whatſoever; but, that being informed that 
he was directed to publiſh a bull of the pope's againſt their order, he 
inſiſted, that the appeal which they made from that decree to the next 
council, and the ſucceſſor of Clement ſhould be received, read and pub- 
liſhed. The archbiſhop, to clude his demand, anſwered, that he would 
conſider of it; but the templars preſſed him fo warmly, that the arch- 
biſhop, not thinking it proper to deny men whom he ſaw armed, and 
in a paſſion, cauſed their appeal to be read publickly.

Gabriel at the beginning of the world, but that it has been fince blackned 
by the fins of men. The Turks in their pilgrimages pay a very ſuper- 
ſtirious veneration to this myſterious ſtone. But we muſt not fanſy, that 
omet invented theſe ceremonies; they had been us d fo long before 
his time among the Arabians, that it would have been impoſſible for that 
impoſtor ever to have rooted out this piece of ſuperſtirion from among 
them, though he ſhould have form d a gen ign of doing it. 
TRE 5 Arabians acknowledged indeed a firſt being, the only 
and ſoyereign creator of all things; but then they made him, as it were, 
a ſupine deity without providence; and in their neceſſities they addreſs d 


themſelves to ſome ſubaltern genii, and to a kind of goddeſſes: Such were 


Allath, Menach and Aluzza, whom theſe modern Iſmaelites ador'd as the 
daughters of the great God.

Moſt of them kept little cor- 
reſpondence with the chief houle of the order: they ſeemed to look upon 
themſelves as proprietors of their commandries, and inſtead of the novices 
and private knights which every commander was obliged to maintain in 
his houſe and educate in the ſpirit of the order, nothing was ſeen bur a 
worthleſs crowd of valets and hunting equipages.

Tux order nevertheleſs did not fail remonſtrating to the pope, that tho? 
they were abandoned by their allies, yet they were not allowed by their 
inſtirution to enter into any publick treaty with the infidels; and therefore „ 
till God ſhould raiſe them up new allies, they would ar leaſt keep theme 5 
ſelves on the defenſive. The grand maſter wrote at the fame time to al! 
the commanders who had not furniſhed their reſponſions, requiring them 
to pay them in immediately; and hiſtory hath tranſinitted down to us a 
x letter that he wrote to the commanders of Sweden, Denmark and Nor- Pzzvve VII. 
way, which deſerves to be inſerted in this work. 
Wx ſet by this letter that he reproaches them for having paid no con- 
tribution to the order ſince the loſs of the holy Land; and tho they dwelt in 
the remoteſt countries of Europe, yet he thinks it would be very ſurpriz- 
ing, if they had not heard of the conqueſt which the order had made of 
the iſle of Rhodes, whither they had transferred the ſcar of their ſociety; 
and that the order, purſuant to its inſtitution, had devoted it ſelf to fo reli- 
gious a war; that all its knights were continually in arms, either on board 
the gallies of the order, or elſe at Rhodes, and in the neighbouring iſles 
that depended on it, the defence whereof they had undertaken; and that 
it was ſtrangely ſurprizing that the northern knights only ſhould forget 
their duty, and continue in a ſtate of indolence and inactivity that diſ- 
honoured them; that as their ſuperior he charged them, upon their holy 
obedience, to ſend immediately a detachment of the youngeſt of their bro- 
ther companions, and remit their reſponſions to Rhodes; and that he 
knew very well how to puniſh ſuch as ſhould prove refractory to his or- 
ders; whereas thoſe who ſhewed themſelves children of obedience, ſhould 
find in him an head and ſuperior full of tenderneſs and goodneſs, who 5 
had nothing in his view. but the glory of God and the honour of their | 
profeſſion. Another effect of this his zeal for the good of the order was 
his obtaining of Clement VI. that no commandry ſhould be diſpoſed of 
by way of proviſion to any cardinal; nor ſhould the cardinals be allowed, 
under pretence of Legatine rights and authority, to exact any contribution 
from the knights. The pope granted this exemption, probably as a re- 
raliation for the complaiſance which the grand maſter and council had 
diſcoyer'd in favour of the vicomte de Turenne, the pontiffs nephew, to 1 
whom they made a grant of la Baſtie de Detrats, a ſeignory belonging to TRE 
the order, and adjoining to his eſtate, in exchange for other lands ſituated _ 
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near the Rhone, which they annexed to the priory of St. Gilles. The 9 


pope wrote about it to the maſter to return him thanks on this 
occaſion, but gave him to underſtand at the fame time, that the doge and

3 ſelf nor the main body of the order were found engaged on either ſide 
e in the quarrel between thoſe two mighty republicks, he having always 
inviolably maintained the neutrality which he profeſſed to obſerve between

N How vx reaſonable this anſwer might appear in reſpect to the complaints 
. of the Venetians, I do not know after all, whether thoſe * who from 
a ſpirit of penance had taken the three ſolemn vows of the order at the 
altar, e Nee very juſt ſcruples, imbrue their arms in the blood of 
Chriſtians. Tis evident at leaſt, that in the firſt ages of the church, they 
made a doubt whether it was lawful for Chriſtians to bear arms ar all. 
The quitting the military profeſſion was one branch of penance; and even 
laymen who had killed a Chriſtian, tho in a juſt war, were obliged to 
make ſome ſatisfaction by way of atonement for it. This practice con- 
tinued to be obſerved in France in the middle of the ninth century; and 
we ſee that after the famous battle of Fontenai, which was fought about 
A. D. 840. the French biſhops required all ſuch as found their conſciences 
_ troubled for having acted in that engagement out of heat of paſſion, ma- 
lice, vanity, or in a word out of any other human motive, to confeſs their 
offence and expiate their guilt by a rigorous penance. — © _ 
WI Ax is ſtill more deciſive in the point we are treating of, is, that the 
church had never given its ſanction to the hoſpitallers in taking up of 
arms, but only for the defence of the holy places and of the C rifians 
who either dwelt there or came from the welt to pay their veneration to 
a land ſanctified by the birth of the Son of God, who had taken our na- 
ture upon him: and to ee the memory of this pious motive it is, 
that in the form obſerved at the profeſſion of the knights, the perſon who 
officiates preſenting the novice with the ſword, ſays to him, © Take this 
« ſword and make uſe of it for your own defence, and for that of the 
holy church of God, and for the confuſion of the enemies of the croſs 
of Jeſus Chriſt.” From whence we may well enough infer, that it was 
not allowable for theſe knights to uſe their arms offenſively againſt any but 
infidels, and ſuch as were the declared enemies of Jeſus Chriſt. This juſt 
motive of not drawing their ſwords againſt chriſtian princes was the rea- 
ſon why the grand maſter refuſed to engage in the civil wars which at 
that time infeſted the empire of Conſtantinople. Pope Clement VI. omg 
dead, Innocent VI. his ſucceſſor wrote to the grand maſter, recommend- 
ing to him the intereſts of the emperor Matthew Palzologus, who diſ- 
puted that auguſt title wich the emperor John, the ſon of young An- 
dronicus. | - 7 
To underftand rightly the pretenſions of theſe princes, it muſt be ob- 
ſerved that the emperor Andronicus at his death leaving John Palæologus 
tutor to his ſon and regent of his territories, that ambitious miniſter, who 
had the ſovereign authority given him only in truſt, made himſelf abſolure 
and independent maſter of it. He got himſelf praclaimed joint A 
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with his pupil; and to dazzle the young prince, who was ſcarc paſſed Ed Dizv Donne 
the ſtate , married him ro his daughter. But as the tyrants 60408; | 
deſign was to advance his own ſon, he ſoon took him in for a partner in WWW 
the empire. So that now there was a third emperor, and the father and 

ſon afterwards drove the ſon of Andronicus out of Conſtantinople. The 
injured ee. was not left without revenge; ſome of his father's faithful 

ſubjects brought him back as it were in triumph to the imperial city, and 
the Palæologi were obliged to quit it in their turn. The father to ſecure 
his life chrew- himſelf into a monaſtery, and took the habit of a monk: his 
ſon applied himſelf to the pope for ſuccours, promiſing to unite the Greck 


church to the Latin as ſoof as he ſhould be reſtor'd to the throne. This 
was the ordinary lure made uſe of by the Greeks, in order to obtain aſ- 
fiance from the Latins. The pope wrote in very preſſing terme 
to the grand maſter in favour of Matthew, and that prince was himſelf 
the bearer of the letter: but the grand maſter did not think fit to engage 
his order in à civil war between chriſtian princes; beſides, the intracta- 

bleneſs of a great many of the commanders of Europe in making good 

their Ke fk, = had diſabled the order from furniſhing he rievedlary ex- 
pences for ſo great an enterpriſe. The advanced age of the grand maſter, 
and his almoſt . continual infirmities induced him to ask the pope's con- 
ſent to abdicate a dignity which he then found as burthenſome to him as 

he had formerly ſhewn eagerneſs to obtain it. The pope who was truly 
ſenſible of the merit of that great man and how uſeful he was to his or- 
der, would not at firſt conſent to it. He exhorted him on the contrary 
to ſupport couragiouſly the toils of goyernment. n. 
Tx grand maſter not being able to obtain this conſent, which he then 
looked upon as a favour, employed the remainder of his life in fortifying | 
the city of Rhodes. He walled in all the ſuburbs on the ſide of the 
ſea, and at the fame time built the mole where the ſhips and gallies af. 1 > 
ter wards put in. Theſe uſeful cares were the methods he took to conſole 
himſelf for the -pope's refuſing to allow his reſignation. The looſeneſs, 
which, notwithſtanding all his endeavours, had crept into the diſcipline 
of the order, obliged him to renew his inſtances. Twas not without 
great anxiety that he found moſt of the commanders who reſided in Eu- 
rope were making uſe of the protection of the pope himſelf, as well as of 
the kings of France, Arragon and Caſtile, only to elude his orders; a pro- 
tection which made thoſe knights as much arbiters of their duty as they 
were 1 of it. Gozon finding no remedy for ſo enormous a 
grievance, diſpatched new deputies to the pope, who complied ar laſt in 
admitting his reſignation. That pontiffs conſent for their proceeding to 
a new election was brought to Rhodes; but that licenſe proved of no uſe; 
by reaſon of the grand maſter's ſudden death, if that term ſudden may be Decemb. 
allowed with regard to ſo good a man, who had always been more watch- 1353. 
ful over his own: conduct, than over that of the knights under his care. 
His funeral was celebrated with the juſt elogiums of his brother knights, 
and the tears of all the inhabitants of the ifle, and of the poor eſpecially, 
to whom he was indeed a father. All the inſcription put on his tomb 
was this: HERE LI ES THE YANQUISHER OF. THE DRAGON. 
Tax conyent and chapter of Rhodes, after Gozon's death, choſe for 
his ſucceſſor brother PETER DE CORNILLAN or CORMELIAN, a knight PETA 
of the language of Provence.

_ WairsT the grand maſter was thus entirely taken up with the reſtoring 
of diſcipline, ſome ſecret enemies of the order, at the court of Rome, re- 
ſumed the deſign of getting all the revenues of the templers out of the 
hands of the knights of Rhodes, expecting no doubt to get the beſt part 
of them to themſelves. However to ayoid ſuſpicion as much as poſhble, 
they carried on this attack againſt the order with a great deal of art. Some 
went no farther than to tell the pope, that they found every. day that the 
riches and confiſcated revenues of the templers greatly exceeded whatever

in founding a new military order, which might by its zeal incite the emu-

THE pope took another, and indeed a very extraordinary ſtep with

to abandon that iſle, and tranſport the convent, and their place of reſi- 
dence into ſome part of the continent bordering upon the Turks or Sa- 
racens, and ſituated on the fide either of Paleſtine or Anatolia, in expec- 
tation that the knights by an advantagious diverſion might draw the infi- 
dels arms upon themſelves, and thus kindling a war in the heart of the 
Turkiſh dominions might ſerve for a bulwark' ro Chriſtendom; a project 
which had been ſome time before ſuggeſted to the pontiff's coins 


tho the author of it muſt certainly have been ſome ſecret enemy of the 
order, and as wretched a politician as he was ill yers'd in the art of war. 


Tis amazing how the pope could propoſe to the order to abandon an iſle 
ſtrongly fortified, and to renounce all the adyantages which the Chriſtians 
derived from the ſea and from their fleets, which covered equally the iſle 
of Cyprus and kingdom of Armenia, only to ſend them, as we may fay, 


to the ſlaughter, and oblige them like new adventurers to ſeek a ſettlement 


in the heart of the dominions of infidels, who were too powerful to ſuffer 
them there for a moment.

Taz pope directed them to lay before the grand maſter and council 
the complaints which he continually received of the indolence and lethar- 
oy wherein the whole order ſeemed to have been buried for ſome time;

Tno' the pope was far from being favourable to the order, as we have 


ſcen, yet no body had a greater aſcendant over him than a knight of 
Rhodes, brother John Ferdinand d Heredia by name, of the language of 
Arragon and caſtellan of Empoſta. He was the only counſellor and mi- 


niſter of the pontiff, who. employed him even in foreign negotiations. 


To give him the greater authority at his court, he had made him governor 


of Avignon, and all the comtat Venaiſſin. So diftinguiſhing a favour might 


perhaps make one ſuſpect that the pope's extraordinary projects were ſug- 


geſted to him by the Arragonian, who, if the order had been obliged to 


abandon the iſle of Rhodes, would have been well enough pleaſed to have 


got himſelf under the title of bailift, named ſovereign prince of it by the 
pope. Ar leaſt all his conduct ſhews, that he made uſe of the pope's au- 
thority only to aggrandize himſelf, without any regard to the ſtatutes and 
regulations of the general chapters. Thus he obtained ſucceſſively the 
grand priory of Caſtile, and alſo that of St. Giles, to which the greedy 
Spaniard got himſelf named by the pope, who conferred it upon him by 


his own abſolute authority, and without the knowledge or conſent of the 
grand maſter. The order was perfectly confounded at fo ſurpriſing an 
innovation; the popes indeed, beſides the power of the keys, had likewiſe 


a particular authority over the order of St. John, as being the firſt ſuperi- 


ors of it; but they had hitherto made uſe of this authority only for its

vain did the grand maſter repreſent to him, that the fortreſs was ſeated in 
_ the midſt of the Turkiſh territories, and at ſuch a diſtance from Italy, that 
in caſe of a ſiege there was no hopes of a ſpeedy relief; and that likewiſe 
conſiderable ſums were neceſſary for maintaining the garriſon, which his 
_ order was in no condition to furniſh. The pope aſſign d only a thouſand, 
3 pounds a year for the defraying of this expence, which the treaſurer of 
the order was to leyy upon the tithes of Cyprus. Moreover, as what 
the grand maſter had repreſented to him about the ſituation of the town 
of Smyrna, viz. that it was ſurrounded by the territories of the infigels, 
was the very reaſon which had determined him to put the defence of it 
into the _ the knights, in expectation that the Turks 3 7 7 have 
a ſtop put to the progreſs of their arms when they ſhould have ſuch for- 
midable neighbours; the pontiff ordered the grand maſter and council, 
under pain of excommunicatien, to throw immediately into Smyrna a ſuf. 
ficient garriſon that ſhould conſiſt of a good number of knights and troops in 
the ſervice and pay of the order. Ihe grand maſter was preparing to ſet 
cout for Rhodes with theſe orders, when he received the unwelcome news 
that diviſions were broke out between the knights of the conyent and the 
council. The knights complained that the council, as well in the nomi- 
nation to the commandries as in diſputes ariſing between the knights, paid 
little regard either to the rights of ſeniority or to juſtice, but regulated 
their nominations and deciſions by the credit which the parties had in the 
ſociety. The council on their ſide ſent the grand maſter word, that the 
knights had found out a way of eluding all their orders, by continually 
appealing to the holy ſee, which entirely ruined the diſcipline and autho-—- 
rity of the government. The grand maſter acquainted the pope with 
theſe reciprocal complaints ; and the pontiff, in order to favour ſome par- 
ticular knights, iſſued out a bull, expreſly annulling all the nominations 
made by the council in the yacancy of the maſterſhip and abſence of the 
grand maſter ; but withall, he, by the ſame bull (after having ſeverely re- 
primanded the knights that made uſe, as he ſaid, of appeals, for no other 
end but to withdraw themſelves! from the obedience which they owed

willing it ſhould be known Which of the two was the lawful pope. 

Trrs ſpirit of diviſion ſpread it ſelf into the order of St. John and in- 


fected the knights: the grand maſter Heredia being ranſomed by his own 


family out of the hands of the infidels, and all the convent of Rhodes 
declared in fayour of Clement , and the languages of Italy and England 
with ſeveral commanders of Germany acknowledged Urban. This pope, 
to have his revenge againſt the grand maſter, declared that he had for- 
feited his dignity, and not being able to prevail with the convent to elect 
another in his ſtead, he named brother Richard Cotacciolo prior of Ca- 
pua for grand maſter by his own 'authotity.

Tus grand maſter, who was formerly graſping ſo much at riches and 
| honours, had, whilſt he was in captivity among the infidels, time enough 
to reffect on the vanity of all human grandeur.

It 
had been enacted that they ſhould not confer any dignity, nor give away 
any commandry out of the convent: and to prevent an abuſe which was 
introduced inſenſibly by the grand maſters, who ſolicited at the court of 
Rome to be eaſed of the burthen of their dignity, a ſtatute was made, 
that when a grand maſter was worn out with years, or on account of his 
infirmities had a mind to abdicate the grand maſterſhip, he ſhould not be 
allowed to reſign it, unleſs he did it to the general chapter or the con- 
vent at the head of the order, who had the ſole right of providing him a 
Tax grand maſter, having in the mean time paid his ranſom, came to 
Rhodes, where he took poſſeſſion of his dignity and government. He 
thereupon cauſed an eſtimate to be laid before him of the revenues of the 
order and the ſtate of the treaſury: Two things very neceſſary for the 
preſervation and defence of the iſles and _ belonging to the order 
in the Mediterranean ſea, and on the coaſts adjoining : and he was very 
ſenſibly afflicted, when he found that in the time of his captivity a de- 
ſtructive anarchy had, by the favour of the ſchiſm, crept into the order, and 
that moſt of the knights, e the priors and eommanders, had made 
themſelves independent, and acted as they ſaw fit, without any regard to 
their obligations. Some of them paid no deference to the orders of the 
council, any farther than they found their own preſent intereſt promoted 
by them. Thoſe of the North ſcarce kept up any correſpondence at all 
with the conyent, they did not make good their reſponſions, or elſe paid

IT uIs confidence, rafh in it ſelf, and ever dangerous in the event, made 
him undertake the ſiege of Nicopolis, a ſtrong place, defended by a nu- 
merous garriſon, commanded by Dogamberg, one of Bajazet's 2 
captains. This Turkiſh officer ſoon made the Chriſtians ſenſible by his 
frequent fallies, that it was much eaſier to ravage the open country, than 
to take a place, the government of which had been put into his hands; 


there were freſh- combats every day, and the Chriſtians did not gain an 
inch of ground but what coſt them the lives of their braveſt ſoldiers. This 
vigorous reſiſtance weakened the army of the allies conſiderably, whilſt 


luxury and debauchery, two yet more dangerous than the Turks, 


infected all the camp, which by the young gentry was made a place of 


publick proſtitution. It looked as if they thought the pious motive of 
their expedition was a ſufficient diſpenſation to authorize their violating 
with impunity the moſt eſſential obligations of Chriſtianity. The French 
eſpecially. paſted whole days with common proſtitutes, and in pleaſures as 
ſcandalous as they were eaſy to be obtained. The ſoldiery by their ex- 


ample drowned themſelves, as it were, in wine, and their drunkenneſs 


could not even be moderated by their indigence; they paſs d away every 
moment like ſo many bacchanals, which ſcandalized even the very Turks, 
as well as the Chriſtians that inhabited the country.

Inux ſultan, aſter ſo glorious a victory over the Latin Chriſtians, turned 
his arms againſt the Greeks, his troops overrunning the Morea, and de- 

ſtroying all before them with fire and {word. He afterwards called in all his 


detachments, and joining them in one body advanced towards Conſtan- 


tinople, and changed the blockade of it into a regular fiege. The em- 
peror Manuel, terrified at ſeeing ſo formidable an enemy before his walls, 
5 for ſuccours of all chriſtian princes; but the different wars which 
then diſtracted Europe did not allow him to expect any immediate relief 
and beſides, the loſs of the battle of Nicopolis, and the tears that were 
ſtill ſtreaming for the death of ſo many noble lords as had periſhed there, 
had cooled the zeal of the principal nobility and gentry. The Greek 
emperor therefore ſaw himſelf reduced to have recourſe to Tamerlane the 
entreating him to uſe the power of his arms, or at leaſt to interpoſe his 
good offices in order to put a ſtop to the enterpriſes of an ambitious prince, 
who, without any diſtinction of religion, was for enſlaving all the ſove- 
reigns that were in the neighbourhood of his dominions. 
WXnIISIT this great affair was treating at Tamerlane's court, Thomas 
Paleologus deſpot of the Morea, and brother to the Greek emperor, con- 
ſidering that great potentates never aſſiſt little ones gratis, laid no ſtreſs 
upon that embaſſy: he therefore retired to Rhodes, from whence the king 
of Hungary was juſt gone to return into his own dominions. The Greek 
prince was received full as honourably as the king of Hungary in an iſland, 
which ſerved at that time for a refuge to all chriſtian princes that wers 
perſecuted by the infidels. Paleologus, diffident of his own ſtrength, and 
perhaps of his own courage, ſold the Morea to the order of St. John, 
and agreed with the grand maſter and the council to deliver up to them 
Corinth, Sparta, and the principal rowns of that great province: he re- 
ceived the price ſtipulated for them, partly in money, and the reſt in 
jewels.

a ThE commiſſaries of the order embarked immediately in order to 
take pee of the province ; they were received with: great joy by the 
magiſtrates and inhabitants. of Corinth, who thought themſelves, under 
the protection of the knights of Rhodes, ſufficiently ſecured for the future 
from the incurſions of hen!

The ſhock of the 
two armies was terrible, and the action very bloody: The Treballians diſ- 
8 themſelves by an extraordinary valour, victory began to declare 
itſelf in their favour, and they purſued the Tartars whom they had obliged 
to run away. Bajazet fearing that the heat of the action ſhould carry them 
too far, ſent them orders to return to their poſt. They obeyed: Tamer- 
lane rallied his troops, put himſelf at their head, and ſhewed them at the 
ſame time the retreat of the Treballians, repreſenting it to them as a down- 
right flight. He gave orders to prince Saruch his ſon, who commanded 
a wing of his army, to charge them, which he did, and after a bloody 
fight Breed them in their turn to fly away. The Aſiatick Turks, terri-

CnRREPEDDIN ALI a native of Yedz, a cotem author, tranſlated 
out of the Perſian tongue into the French by the late M. Petit de la 
Croix junior, has left us a relation of the ſiege of Smyrna; and tho that 
author does not expreſly name the knights of Rhodes, yet it is very eaſy 
to diſtinguiſh them in the deſcription that he gives of the defenders of the 
place; and I fancy it will not be diſagreeable to rhe reader to copy that 
age of his hiſtory. The Perſian hiſtorian who died in 1456 expreſſes 
imſelf on this ſubject, in theſe, or ſuch like terne.

TAMERLANE, whom we may Ge er as another An and as a 
ſcourge o God, after filling Aſia minor with blood, had a deſign to paſs 
over into Europe, and extend his conqueſts as far as the pillars of Hercules; 
to croſs afterwards the ſtreights of Gibraltar, and after reducing Africa, 
to return by the way of Egypt into his own dominions. But as he was 
making preparations proportionable to ſo vaſt a p proſe he received ad- 
vice that a king of India, whoſe name hiſtorians do not mention, had 
fallen into Perſia, ravaged. a great part of that country, and taken Chert, 
one of the principal cities of that kingdom, where Tamerlane's treaſure 
was kept, which now became the prey of this other barbarian. 
THE proud Tartar, who fancied himſelf ſuperior to all the monarchs 
of the world, and perhaps- even to fortune, and the condition of human 
nature it ſelf; fell into a rage at the news. He marched immediately 
againſt that prince, reſolving to cut him to pieces; but after ſeveral en- 
gagements and trials of his forces, finding he pad to do with a prince as 
powerful and as great a captain as himſelf, and feeling himſelf likewiſe ad- 
vanced in years, he thought proper to make peace with his enemy, 
which he did, and retire into his own territories to Samarchand, where 
he died a little while after, Alen was occaſioned by his having given April 1. 1415. 
too great a looſe to wine and women. Other hiſtorians pretend that he 
died upon the road to China. His ſons divided his empire between 
them, but ſoon fell into diſſenſions, which gave Bajazet's children an op- 
portunity of recovering their facher's dominions. Theſe were four in 
number, viz. Joſhua, Muſulman or Calapin, Moſes and Mahomet. Theſe 
four princes reigned ſucceſſively one after another: the three firſt came to 
a 3 end; Mahomet ſurvived the reſt, and ſeveral hiſtorians of that 
nation, without taking notice of his brothers, rank him as che immediate 
ſucceſſor to Bajazet. 
Wnrlsr theſe civil wars laſted, and theſe infidel princes diſputed the 
empire in their ſeveral turns, the grand maſter made his advantage of their 
diviſions; and to provide for the better ſecurity of the iſles belongi = Hr

ment. Theſe ſtrangers diſputed for precedence, but by the regent's credit, 
it was decided that day in favour of the Venetians. The Genoeſe, in or- 
der to revenge themſelves, reſolved to carry it by force, and agreed toge- 
ther to come the next day to the palace with arms concealed under their 
cloaks. The regent having notice of their plot, ordered eight noble Ge- 
noeſe, who were walking in the hall of the palace, to be thrown out of 
the windows: and to make the caſe ſtill more odious, they pretend, that 
theſe noblemen were entirely ignorant of the deſign of their countrymen. 
Tuts news being carried to Genoa, the ſenate, to revenge the barba- 
rous outrage, ſent a ſtrong fleet to Cyprus, with fourteen thouſand land 
forces on board, under the command of Peter Fregoſe. The Genoele 
ravaged the iſland, beſieged and took Famaguſta, and ſeized upon rhe 
regent, who was carried ignominiouſly with the princeſs, his wife to Genoa 
and ſhut up in priſon.

Alexandria, to ſecute the Chriſtians from the exactions they were expoſed 
to in the territories of the infidels: and in fine, chat the ſhips of the order 
might export corn out of the ſultan's dominions. It was agreed likewiſe, 
that in caſe either party was for breaking the treaty, and beginning the 
war a-freſh, he ſhould be obliged to make 4 publick denunciation of it 
three months before, that both ſides might ſecure their effects before acts 
of hoſtility were begun: all whieh conditions, are a demonſtration of the 
ſulran's eagerneſs tc to make Pane and his tear of che power and forces of 
the knights.

T bailiffs, the priors, and the ang > wa e of Italy did not 
fail ro come to the aſſembly. Brother John Pignatelli, commander of St. 
Stephen of Monopoli, was the only perſon who, tho? expreſly ſummoned, 
neglected to appear there. The grand maſter was ar firſt of opinion to 
take no notice of the only perſon that proved refractory to his orders: he 
oy plainly that it was the dregs and a ſort of leaven of the fame rebelli- 

us ſpirit that had cauſed ſuch a deſtructive ſchiſm in the order. But as 
be was for extinguiſhing even the leaſt ſparks of ir, he ordered him to 
be ſummoned a ſecond time to appear before him, allowing him only to 
the fifteenth of April for that purpoſe. The commander perſiſted in an 
obſtinate ſilence ; and the grand maſter was forced to ſend him a third 
ſummons, enjoining him upon his obedience to come to Rhodes within 
five months, on pain of bein — degraded from the order and deprived of 
his commandry. He perſiſted even ſome time longer in his diſobedience, 
but ſeeing preparations made for executing the grand maſter's orders againſt 
him, he made his ſubmiſſion and returned to his duty. The next thing 
the aſſembly applied themſelves to was to reſtore the regular diſcipline in 
all the provinces of Italy; ſeveral very neceſſary regulations were there 
made; what was leſs urgent was put off to the general chapter, and evety 
body prepared to ſet out immediately for Rhodes. 

THE grand maſter embarked ſoon after, and arrived fafe at Rhodes to- 
wards the end of July, where he was received with univerſal joy, and 
with that tender reſpect which a great merit ſupported by a great dig- 
nity always inſpires. The people in particular, to whom he was a father 
rather than a prince, made bonfires on the day of his return, which was 
kept as a general feaſt all over the iſland.

If the attack was brisk, the defence 
was equally as brave, and the Saracens, ſupported by the Turks, exerted 
themſelves to the utmoſt, in order to hinder the Chriſtians from approach- 
ing their gallies. The night coming on, parted the combatants; the In- 

_ fidels loſt above ſeven "fr men on this occaſion, and on the Chriſtians 
fide they did not compute above ſixty.

Tae grand maſter wiſely judging that it would not be long before the 
infidels would make him another viſit under the walls of Rhodes, diſpatch- 
ed William de Laſtic his nephew into the weſt, to give the pope and 
moſt of the chriſtian princes an account of the advantages lately gained 
by the order over the Saracens. He took this ſtep in hopes of obtaining 
ſome ſuccour, and that ſovereigns, like other men, wes rs them- 
ſelves more freely for the victorious party. In fact, as ſoon as they heard 
in Europe that the knights had drove the infidels out of their iſle, abun- 
dance of the young nobility of Europe, particularly the gentlemen of the 
_ kingdoms of France and Spain, fond of irony in the glory of the order, 
were very eager to be admitted into it. This was a very ſeaſonable re- 
cruit, and helped to fill up the forces of the order, which had been 
much diminiſhed by loſſes which are inſeparable from war. But this at 
the ſame time was an additional expence to the convent; and in order to 
make a proviſion for it, the grand maſter called a general chapter at 
Rhodes, which was to aſſemble July 25.

expreſſes it. Twas one of theſe. factors, who in virtue of the ſafe con- 


ducts which he had for his commerce, conducted the agent of the order # 


to. Alexandria on board his maſter's gallies. A peace was made, but all 1 
that we know of the conditions of the treaty is, that the envoy of Rhodes, 
after it was concluded, brought back with him into the iſland a great 
number of chriſtian ſlaves and priſoners that had been taken during the 
war. A bull of the grand maſter's, bearing date Feb. 8. 1446. is ſtill pre- 
ſerved in the treaſury of the order, in which he orders brother Raimond |} 
d'Arpajon grand prior of St. Giles, and the receiver of the language of 
Provence, to pay James Coeur what was due to him for this voyage. 
Tux grand maſter's joy in having procured ſo many poor Chriſtians 1448. 
their liberty, was a little damped by the concern that ſome letters ſent from 
7 * Nicholas V. gave him. There were ſome commanders at Rome, 

and at the pontiffs court, who were uneaſy at the reſponſions of their 
comtnandries being encreaſed: they complained to the N of it as if it 

had been a tyrannical impoſition, and as if the grand maſter and the 
chapter had exceeded the bounds ſet to theit authority by the ſtatutes. 

Nicolas V. being prejudiced againſt the grand maſter, and without exa- 
mining whether there were no miſrepreſentation in theſe complaints, wrote 
about them in harſh terms to Laſtic, ſending him at the ſame time a 
collection of the ſtatutes made in the laſt chapter, which he ſuppoſed had 
been tranſgreſſed, and which he ordered him to obſerve for the future as 

the rule of his condu@., FB: „%% ! 
I x grand maſter laid the pope's letters before the council, and made an 
anſwer in terms which indeed were very reſpectful; but at the ſame time 
full of that reſolution which truth and juſtice always inſpire. He repre- 
ſented to that pontiff, that pope Eugenius IV. his predeceſſor, after hav- 
ing examined the accounts by the expence the order had been at in ſuſ- 
taining the ſiege of Rhodes, had approved the augmentation of the re- 
pony in order to pay off the debts it had been obliged to contract 
during the war; that ach as made their complaints on this article were

As to the ſtatutes Which his 
holineſs had ſent to him, they agreed in council, after having exactly com- 
pared them with the originals, that it could be the work only of ſome 
forger of writings, who had inſerted ſeveral articles that were never heard 
of E 5 and which were invented only to encourage the 
ſpirir of appropriation and libertiniſm of thoſe 3 knights 7 23% 
Taz indignation which the grand maſter diſcovered againſt thoſe mu- 
tineers was the better founded, in that they lived under his government 
at Rhodes, in an exact obſervance of their rule and ſtatutes; that in the 
very heat of the armaments: which were frequently making, the knights 
never neglected to keep a ſtrict faſt during Advent and Lent; that they 
abſtained from meat every Wedneſday in the year; and that in the refec- 
tory and all other regular places, no body durſt interrupt a filence which 
in that place was obſerved as regularly as in a community of monks and 
hermits. The grand maſter's letter, drawn . in form of an apology, 
was ſigned by the whole council, and the pope ſeemed farisfied wich it. 
Bur ſeveral of the European commanders, who were ſupported by the 
protection of ſome cardinals, and had alſo powerful friends in the order, 
and in the very council, were not a jot more exact in paying their re» 
ſponſions: ſo that one would have thought that they would pretend to 
ree themſelves from their vow of obedience. The order, by cheir rebel- 
lion, fell inſenſibly into a kind of anarchy: ſeveral chapters and various af 
ſemblies were held on this account, in which very wholeſome regulations 
were made, but diſobedience, power, credit and cabal rendered them en- 
tirely ineffectult. , 
IE council ſeeing the authority of the government ſlighted, could 
not think of a more proper remedy, in order to put a ſtop to ſo great a 
diſorder, than by putting the ſovereign authority and the entire diſpoſition 
of the revenue into the hands of the grand maſter only. This was a ſort 
of dictatorſhip, which is always dangerous in a republican ſtate; but they 
were ſo perſuaded of the zeal of Laſtic, of his ſincere piety, and withall 
of his moderation, that they made no difficulty of entruſting him with an 
abſolute authority. He excuſed himſelf at firſt from accepting it on ac- 
count of his great age; and for fear of breaking in upon the antient con- 
ſtitution of the order, of which he was a zealons obſerver, he could not 
be brought to comply with the preſſing ſolicitations of his religious, but 
upon condition that this alteration in the government ſhould laſt only for 
three years, aſter the expiration of which term the ſupreme council 
ſhould reſume its antient authority. „ 21142 
THE wiſdom and reſolution of his conduct ſoon juſtified the choice the 
order had made; by virtue of the regulations made in the laſt chaprer, he 
threatened openly to deprive all thoſe of their commandries, and even de- 
grade them from the order, who did not by a certain ſtated time pay in 
their reſponſions. Theſe menaces, from a ſovereign and a ſuperior, whom 
they knew incapable of being moved by any recommendarion, intimi- 
dated the moſt rebellious. They all gave ſecurity for their obedience, till 
ſuch time as they ſhould meet with an opportunity of remitting money to 
Rhodes; all bowed and ſubmitted before the authority of ſo worthy” an 
head, armed with fo juſt an authority. ate nn 
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and provide for the indiſpenſable neceſſities of the order,

-» ALBAN1A, a province of Europe, is ſituated caſtward of us along the 
gulph of Venice; it has on the caſt Macedonia, of which it was formerly 
a part, Epirus on the ſouth, and on the north Servia and a corner of Dal- 
matia. Some high mountains divide it from Epirus, and other mountains, 
marſhes, craggy rocks, and narrow paſſes make the country impracticable 
to troops that are unacquainted with the ground. This advantageous 
ſituation, with the courage and ferocity of theſe mountaineers, made them 
terrible to their neighbours, eſpecially to the Turks: Amulath undertook 
to ſubdue them. John Caſtriot, who reigned then in this country, de- 
fended himſelf for a long time with great courage; but he was forced at 


laſt to yield to forces ſuperior to thoſe of his little ſtate. Caſtriot, to ſave 


the poor remains of his fortune, entered into a treaty with the Turkiſh 
prince, and as a pledge of his ſubjection, was obliged to give him his 
three ſons, Conſtantine, George and John in hoſtage. Amurath, with- 
out any regard to the faith of this treaty, ordered them to be circum- 


ciſed; and inſtructed in the Mahometan law; and the father of theſe three 


unfortunate princes, hearing of their misfortune, died of grief. Amurath, 


under pretence of {ſecuring the principality to the children of the aboye- 


mentioned Albanian prince, ſeized upon it, and pur ſtrong garriſons into 


all the places. 


'T1s not known what became of the two eldeſt ſons of John Caſtrior. 


Moſt hiſtorians accuſe Amurath of poiſoning them; others ſay that he 
only put out their eyes, and incapacitated them from ever having any 
heirs. The like fate was deſigned for the third; but they ſay Amurath 


was ſo charmed with his agreeable mien, and a certain air of gran- 


deur that diſcovered it {elf already in that young prince, that, he exempr- 
ed him from 'thoſe puniſhments, and ordered him to be carefully brought 
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As ſoon as he was able to bear arms, Amurath took him with him 
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young prince con as His inherit 

himſelf engaged in a religion different from that of his father's affected 
him more than all the ſultan's favour, fo that he was reſolutely bent ro 

recover his dominions at any rate, and return to his mother the church. 

Sa SCANDER-BEG: being fixed in this deſign, took his time when Amu- 

rath's ſecretary was in the country.

Ix order to have a juſt notion of the negotiation on Which he Was ne 
to the grand maſter and other chriſtian princes, who were enemies to 
Mahomet, we muſt obſerve, that aſter the, loſs of Negrepont, the Vene- 
tians had formed a ſtrong; league againſt the Turk; into which pope 
Paul II. had entered, together with the King of Arragon, Ferdinand king 
of Naples, the order of St. John of Jeruſalem, and the republick of Flo- 
rence. Beſides theſe ſuccours, che Venetians in the view of raiſing up 
enemies againſt the ſultan on every ſide, had ſent an embaſſador, Cathe- 
rini Zeno by name, into Perſia to ſollicite Uſum-Caſſan to make a diver- 
ſion that might be ſtrong enough to ſtop the arms of an ambitious prince 
ho threatened to enſlaye all the eaſt.

He told him, that the order, purſuant to its ſtatutes, never 
intermeddled in the differences and wars that aroſe between chriſtian prin- 
ces; that he required him to tell his general, that at Rhodes they neither 
received ſeditious perſons or rebels, but, as was practiſed in every free and 
independent country; they did not likewiſe drive away ſuch whoſe private

: SCARCE was this envoy gone from Rhodes when another arrived, 
ſent by the ſoubachi or lieutenant to the governor of Lycia, a province in 
the neighbourhood, as we have ſaid, of the iſle of Rhodes.

The ene- 
my is at our gates; the proud Mahomet ſets no bounds to his ambitious 
projects; his power becomes more formidable every day: he has an in-

The Turks of the Ottoman race, ever ſince 
the conqueſt of Rhodes by the knights, became likewiſe their profeſſed 
enemies: and ſomerimes theſe two ſorts. of enemies, though jealous of one 
another, had joined their forces againſt a military order, which with its 


| fleets and gallies diſturbed the commerce of their merchants, and the en- 


terpriſes of their corſairs. But the forces of the order not being ſufficient: 
to reſiſt both theſe potentates at the ſame time, the grand maſters and the 
council had always carefully endeavoured to be at peace with one nation, 
whenever they were in war with the other; by this wiſe policy balancing 
their power and keeping their forces divid edge. 

THe report that kh odes was threatened with a ſiege being carried into 
Egypt, made the ſoldan fear leſt Mahomer ſhould ſucceed. in his enter- 
priſe : were he to haye choſen his neighbours, he had rather have the 
weaker; and therefore to leave the knights under no manner of appre- 
henſions from his quarter, he had ſent his favourite to Rhodes in order to 
renew the laſt treaties of peace with them. The grand maſter received 
the firſt oyertures thereof with the more pleaſure, in that he plainly aw 
the ſoldan's own intereſt would be ſufficient to make the new treaty laſt- 
ing.

He immediately landed ſome 
companies of ſpahi to tecorinoitre, purſuant to his inſtructions, and ſee if 
he could make a deſcent in that place himſelf; The bailiff of Brandenburg, 
who commanded the light horſe of the order, ſuffered theſe ſcouts, who 
were thirſty of plunder, to advance up into the country, where he fell 
upon them, killed part of them, drove the reſt before him to the ſea fide, 
and forced them to re-imbark.

and led them on himſelf to the aſſault. He flattered himſelf thar he 


ſhould carry the caſtle in a moment; but he had not yer tried the valour 
of the defendants, The knights that were in it made fo vigorous a re- 
ſiſtance, that the baſha, aſter ſeeing the braveſt of his men drop at the 
foot of the walls, was obliged to ſound a retreat. He ſaw plainly from

They pretend, that the two feet of the famous Coloſſus of 
braſs of which we have already ſpoken, and which paſſed for one of the 
ſeven wonders. of the world, were formerly placed on the very ſpot where 
theſe two towers ſtand, on two rocks chat are over-againſt one another. 
Near this port there are two little bays, one of them looking to the north 
and the other to the ſouth: that which looks to the north had its en- 
trance commanded by a mole, which ran out above three hundred paces 
into the ſea; twas at the further end of rhis mole that the grand maſter 
Zacoſta built the fortreſs which was called the tower of St. Nicholas, from 
a chapel dedicated to that faint, and incloſed within the walls of the fort. 
At the extremity of the other bay, towards the ſouth, there is another 


tower, but not ſo conſiderable as the firſt: however it ſerved well enough 


on its ſide, to defend the entrance of the port. This tower hindered any 
_ veſſel from either going in or coming our of it. Two miles from the 
town was the mountain or hill of St. Stephen, and a little farther, but on 
another ſide, was mount Philerme, famous for the deyotion of the people 
of the iſland, and other chriſtian m—_ in the neighbourhood, who 
came in pilgrimage to viſit the church that was built there in honour of 
the holy virgin. Such was the ſituation of the city of Rhodes, and the 
parts adjacent, when it was beſieged by the baſha Paleologus. 4 

Tux ſea near the ſhore was then covered with the fleet of the Turks, 
who made continual diſcharges of their artillery, in order to favour their 
deſcent. They were anſwered by the cannon of the city and the forts, 
and the knights, Le on by their valour, advanced ſword in hand in 
the water up to the middle, to prevent and ſtop the Turks from landing. 
Much blood was ſpilt on this firſt occaſion, but in ſpite of all the efforts 
of the Chriſtians, their bravery was forced to yield to the numberleſs 
multitudes of the Infidels. Thoſe barbarians divided their troops, and 
whilſt a part of them employed all rhe forces of the knights, the greater 
numper landed in crowds in remote places, where there was leſs oppoſi- 
tion. At length the whole army landed: they advanced to the mountain 
or hill of St. Stephen, where they immediately intrenched themſelves : and 


after landing their artillery ſent to ſummon the place, uſing both threats 


and promiſes, which were ſlighted alike.

Relation de THE German engineer, to join en to „ open [0g and find means 
Merry, > to reconnoitre the weak places of the town; concerting the matter firſt 
hens, ime With the Turkiſh general, Ar- himſelf the next day as a deſerter on 
porain, p. 17. the edge of the dirch, and in a ſuppliant paſture, as if he was afraid of 
being taken, begged che guard to open him the wicket that moment. 
The grand maſter having notice of it, ordered him to be let in, and he 
was conducted ſtraight to his palace. He was a tall handſome man, had 
a good air, was ſubtle in his diſcourſe, and concealed under an ingenuous 
outſide all the addreſs of a cunning and deceitful villan. 
THe grand maſt r, who had the council of the order about him, asked 
him the reaſon why he had quitted the ſervice of ſo potent a prince as. 
Mahomet, eſpecially when he expoſed himſelf, if the place was taken, to 
the cruel tortures and executions with which they puniſhed deſerters. 
The perfidious German, without changing colour, and with that air of 
ſincerity which peculiarly diſtinguiſhes his nation, diſſembled his change 
of religion, and anſwered that he was a Chriſtian; that greedineſs of gain 
and hope of reward had engaged him, as they had ſeveral other Chriſti- 
ans, to follow the grand ſeigniors ſtandard; bur that ever {ſince that prince's 
army was landed in the ifle of Rhodes he had felt ſuch a terrible remorſe 
of conſcience that he was not able to bear the reproaches of it any longer, 
\ and was therefore come cordially to offer him his ſervice, and to ſacriſice 
his life in the defence of Rhodes and the order. 

THz grand maſter, though always on his guard againſt 1 did 
not diſcover the leaſt ſign of diffidence; on the contrary, he extolled the 
pious motives that had brought him back into the ſervice of chriſtian prin- 
ces: and then asked him with all the ſhew and air of confidence imagi-

Tux baſha, replied the German, hath but roo plainly declared his 
<« own deſigns, and thoſe of his maſter, by his attacks. As for his forces; 
« you- your ſelf may haye ſeen how numerous and formidable his fleet is: 
“ The land forces conſiſt of above an hundred thouſand meri, moſt of 
them old ſoldiers, who: have followed Amurath and Mahomer his fon, 
in all their conqueſts. But his artillery is what a beſieged town ought 5 A 
to dread: the moſt. Never had any general ſo vaſt a number of can- 
non in his army, and at the ſame time ſo well managed: and beſides 
his ordinary cannon, he has ſince his artival in the iſland cauſed ſixteen 
« great pieces of cannon to be caſt, called baſilisks or double cannon; 
« eighteen foot long, and carrying ball of two or three feet diameter. 
He continued further to ſay, that his mortars were altogether as dreadful. 
in their effects, and that they threw ſtones of a prodigious bigneſs. You 
« will feel immediately, ſaid he, the fury of thoſe infernal machines, 
c againſt which you cannot take your precautions too ſoon,” To gain 
e grand maſter's confidence, and make that confidence a ſtep to the 
treaſon he deſigned, he gave him ſeveral advices of great importance, for 
the defence of the place, and which in the event proved very uſeful. 
Sk vE RAIL lords of the council who heard him, thought the villain very 
ſincere in all he ſaid; others who remembred they had ſeen him formerly 
in that very city of Rhodes, told the maſter privately, that he had ever 
ſince that time been looked upon as an adventurer and a vagabond that 
had no religion, and was capable of doing and attempting any thing for 
money. This made an impreſſion, but what compleated to make him 
ſuſpected, was, that they ſhot at the ſame time into the town billets fixed 
to arrows, which had only theſe words wrote in them, Beware of maſ- 
d ter George.” Theſe were immediately carried to the grand maſter; 
and in the council, ſome in their plain way of thinking attributed theſe 
advices to the grand ſeignior's chriſtian ſubje&s, whom he forced to ſerve 
in his armies. - Others maintained that it might be an artifice of the ba- 
ſha's own, who affected to diſcredit his ſpy. in order to recommend him 
the more to the confidence of the knights. The grand maſter, that he 
might run no hazard, and at the ſame time make if poſſible an advantage 
of the talents of this engineer, ordered the officers of the artillery to get 
out of him whatever might be uſeful for the defence of the place, but at 
the ſame time to watch bim as a ſpy. And in order to prevent his get- 
ting out of the city, or holding any correſpondence with the Turks, he 
et ſix ſoldiers as a guard over him, who never loſt ſight of him wherever 
he went. The German, purſuant to his orders, would fain have recon- 
noitred the weakeſt places of the town, but as ſoon as he came near a bul- 
wark or a baſtion, he was always accoſted by ſome commander or other, 
who with a cold and ſevere air, asked him what he wanted: ſo that fear- 
ing to make himſelf at laſt ſuſpected, and to be treated as a ſpy, he kept 
himſelf retired in the lodging that was aſſigned him. e

mutual intelligence, continued battering the tower of St. Nicholas with vers. 
his biggeſt artillery : they fired above three hundred cannon-ſhor againſt 
it: the ſide towards the ſea, Which was ſtrengthened with a rampart, 
bore the brunt. of the artillery. very well; but that part of the wall which ry 
Was over againſt the town was entirely beaten down. The ſtones and

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{Taz grand maſter however knowing that che ſafety of the town de- 
to it under che conduct of the commander Catetto, of the language of 
Iraly, a knight of approved valour, and conſidered as one of the firft of 
the order. Theſe gallant knights worked night and day-to'incrench'them- 
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ſelves, and raiſed batteries to defend the breach. The grand maſter ob- 
ſerving that in certain places the ſea was ſometimes ſo low that the Turks 
might ford it and get 41 che mole, cauſed tables and 'planks thick ſer 
with nails and iron ſpikes to be thrown into the water to ſpoil the bot- 
tom. At the ſame time they fir out ſome* fire-ſhips at the foot of the 
rocks that lay about the tower, to ſer fire to the enemy's gallies if they 
_ mhould offer to 5 too near. A body of French and Spaniſh knights 
—_— poſt themſelves by his order in the town ditch, in order to defend the 
=_ 5 approaches, or upon the leaſt ſignal to throw themſelves into the fort, 
and fe-inforce the garriſon. After all theſe precautions, the grand maſter 
not caring to leave the defence of fo important a place to any body's care 
_ but his own, threw himſelf into it with the viſcount de Monteil his bro- 
—_ ther, and other volunteers, who would needs ſhare with him in the ma- 
_ nifeſt danger to which he was expoſing himſelf. Fans rn og 
Ax indeed the baſha orders the aſſault to be given the next day, 
which was the ninth of June; and two hours before day break his gallies 
and light veſſels, with a body of infantry aboard, advance towards the 
tower with a fayourable wind. They ſoon reach the mole, their ſoldiers 
leap aſhore with great ſhouts, and advanced boldly to the aſſault in ſpite 
of all the fire made from ſeveral batteries that played upon them. The 
difficulty of mounting the breach obliged them to make uſe of ladders; 
= they clapped them on with an air of intrepidity to that heap of ſtones 
5 which the cannon had beat down, and which ſerved as a fore- wall to the 
place, and mounted to the ſtorm fword in hand, with a refolurion great 
enough to aſtonifh any other men but the knights. The grand mafter 
was upon the breach, and performed the office of a captain and a ſoldier 
at one and the fame time. His armour was pierced through in ſeveral 
places in this engagement, and a ſhard of ſtone having carried off his 
helmet without wounding him, he without any concern at all took off 
the hat of the firft ſoldier that ſtood next him. The fear of other ac- 
cidents ſtill more fatal, made the knights, who knew not what it was to 
tremble for themfelves, to be under the greateſt apprehenſions for the 
ſafety of the grand maſter : and the commander Caretto begging him 
_ with great reſpect, in the name of the whole order, to retire, and leave 
the care of defending the breach to his knights, © This, fays he to him, 
is the poſt of honour that belongs to your grand maſter :* And turning 
himſelf towards Caretto, And if I am killed there, added he with an 
obliging ſmile, you have more to hope than I have to fear: giving 
him thereby to underſtand that his great valour made him think he me- 
rited to be his ſucceſſor.

Tus ill ſucceſs, inſtead of daunting the baſha, did but exaſperate him 
the more againſt che knights. Bur that he might not ſhew an unreaſon- 
able obſtinacy in continuing the attack of a place whither the grand ma- 
ſter ſeemed to have drawn all his forces, he turned all his efforts againſt 
the body of the place. By his orders two attacks were carried on ar the 
ſame time, one againſt the quarter of the Jews, and the other towards 
the poſt of the Italian inn. But the latter was only a falle attack; the 
true one was againſt the Jews wall: the baſlia raiſed ſeveral batteries to 
beat it down; and though, as hiſtorians of that time relate, it was twenty 
eight foot thick, yet being old and not ſtrengthened by a rampart, the 
force of the artillery ſoon put it in a tottering condition. The grand ma- 
ſter, in order to be provided for the Turks if they ſhould attempt a 
ſtorm, ordered ſeveral houſes to be pulled down, and dug a very broad 
and deep ditch. on the {pot where they ſtood, behind which they raiſed 
2 new brick wall, ſuſtained by a thick rampart, a work which ſeems in- 
credible conſidering the ſhort time employed in finiſhing it. But as they 
all ſaw the neceſſity of it, and the danger the town was expoſed to, every 
body worked at it with equal ardor. The grand maſter himſelf, and the 
molt antient commanders by his example, performed the office of work- 
men and pioneers. All the inhabitants, without diſtinction of age, ſex, 
or condition, worked night and day: and the Greeks and Latins who 
had ſuch frequent diſputes in time of peace now laid all aſide, except that 
of a generous emulation in ſtriving who ſhould firſt finiſh the rask they 
had taken upon thetnſelyes. The Jewiſh women as well as the Chriſtian 
being threatened with an odious ſlavery, and dreading ſtill more the in- 
dignities they ſhould be expoſed to, if the city ſhould be taken by ſtorm, 
drudged at the work as well as the men. The very nuns came out of 
their convents and aſſiſted the workmen with an incredible zeal. Every 
body was then a foldier or pioneer: every one conſpired and united in 
the defence of their common country : and it was owing to this general 
zeal that the grand maſter was able in ſo ſhort a time to finiſh ſuch great

falling upon hollow ground, they broke through and killed che workmen 
in the bottom of their mines. The knights out of raillery called this 
machine THE TRIBUTE, alluding to that which Mahomet demanded of che 
order, and giving him wichall to unden that he Was to Lerpen no other 
kind of payment. 

Ix the mean time the gegeral of the Infidel puſhed. on his 2 approaches 
with vigour ; and his artillery having made great breaches, he ſent to re- 


connoitre them, in order to an aſſault. But he was ſtrangely ſurpriſed to 


learn that the knights had made a deep ditch, and raiſed a new wall be- 
hind the old one: he was likewiſe told by ſome deſerters, that hy the 
grand maſter's care and vigilance, the women and children eſpecially had 
no occaſion to dread the terrible effect * the ſtones which now would 
only fall upon empty houſes, | 

Tux baſha, enraged to find in the grand maſters fools perſon coririgal 
obſtacles to all his enterpriſes, reſolved to get rid of him at any rate, and 
co get him diſpatched by dagger or poiſon... For the execution of this 
baſe deſign, he | pitched upon two deſerters of the garriſon, who ſince 
their deſer tion had renounced the faith; the one a Dalmatian, and the 
other an Albanian. Theſe two renegadoes, tempted by the alluring pro- 
miſes of the  baſha, and in concert with quitted his army and got 
back into the town, as if they had made cheir eſcape out of the hands of 
the Infidels after having 5 taken in a ſally. They received them into 
the place with joy, and without the leaſt 1 The villains were 


already beginning to rejoice for the ſucceſs which they expected in their 


undertaking; the Dalmatian, as they pretend, had actually bribed an in- 
ferior officer of his table, who only waited a favourable opportunity to 
execute the horrid conſpiracy. The Albanian, who was acquainted with 
the grand maſter's ſecretary, finding him diſcontented with that prince, 
was imprudent enough to open himſelf to him; and ſhe wing him lettets 
ſcaled with the baſha's ſeal, promiſed him the firſt dignities of the empire, 
and immenſe wealth, if he would execute what the' Albanian propoſed 
to him in his name. The ſecretary, who was a man of great honour, diſ- 
covered it immediately to the grand maſter; upon which the Albanian

-_ THE baſha, not di ouraged at the ill ſucceſs of his ſhamefdl and abo © * 
minable deſign, had again recourſe to open force, and without quitting the 
attack of the Jens quarter, he, by the advice of the principal officers bf his 
army, reſumed. the firſt project of the German, and reſolved to carry the 
AAN, which indeed as pretty narrow, ran between this tower 
and the place where the Infidels were encamped; and in order to attack 
it, it was neceſſary to croſs the canal, or that little arm of the ſea which , 
is formed by one of the bays beforementioned. The genetal of the gal- 
lies, the commander of the troops of Anatolia, and Merla- Bey ſon-in-law 
to one of Mahomer's ſons, all Fon of great experience and valour, un- 
dertook to make the attack and land the troops neceſſary for the execution 
of it upon the mole. For this purpoſe they framed a bridge which was to 
reach from St. Anthony's church to the tower; and for the guiding and 
placing one end of it upon the point of the mole of St. Nicholas, a Tur- 
iſh engineer in the night time carried an anchor to the place, and fixed 
it to the foot of a rock which was covered with the ſea water; putting Dupuis, p. 47. 
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through the ring of the anchor a great cable which was fixed to the head 
of the bridge, and was to make it go forwards by means of the capſtan. 
But an Engliſh ſeaman, whoſe name hiſtory has not thought unworthy to 
be preſerved, called Gervaſe Rogers, being accidentally on the place, and 
having obſerved all that the Turkiſh engineer did without diſcovering him- 
ſelf, ſuffered him to go away at a diſtance, and then plunged into the ſea, 
privately loos d the cable which he left upon the ſtrand, carried off the 
anchor arid brought it to the grand maſter, who gave him a very hand- 
ſome reward. The Turks, when their bridge was got ready, endeavour- 
ing to make it go. forwards by means of the calle, ſoon found by the caſe

which they had in pulling it to them, that theſ ſtratagem was diſcovered 
"THe baſha, diſappointed in this expedient, got together a great number 
of boats to ſuſtain this floating bridge, and tow it in the night to the ſide 
of the mole where it was to be faſtened.

_ Te the grand maſter made all the inhabitants of Rhodes happy by his 
victory a liberality, Mahomet on the contrary, upon the firſt news he 
had of the raiſing of the ſiege, fell into a rage that made every body 
tremble; he was for ſtrangling his general and the principal officers of his 
army; no body durſt appear in his preſence. Paleologus thought himſelf 


happy with the loſs only of his dignity: Mahomet baniſhed him to Gal- 


lipoli. Aſter the firſt violence of his paſſion was over, in order to con- 


ſole himſelf in ſome meaſure, he declared that his troops were never ſuc- 


ceſsful but when under his own conduct, and he reſolved the next cam- 


paign to put himſelf at the head of his army.

fallen into Syria by his orders. Be this as it will, Mahomet had paſſed 
the Helleſpont, and was marching with great diligence through Anatolia; 


when a blow from heaven put a ſtop to his enterprizes. A violent fit of 
the cholick carried him off at a little rown of Bithynia, called Teggiar 
Tzair. He died on the third of May, A. D. 1481. They carried his 
body to Conſtantinople to interr it in a moſque of his own foundation: 
and though that prince had conquered two empires, twelve kingdoms, 
and above three hundred towns, yet the epitaph put over him, which in- 


deed they pretend he drew up himſelf, makes no mention at all of thoſe 


great actions; as if he reckoned them for nothing in compariſon of his laſt 


rojects. All they put over his tomb was nine or ten Turkiſh words on- 


y, the purport of which is as follows;

He fer out immediately on his 
way thither, bur being informed that his brother had got the ſtart of him, 3 
and that that capiral of the empire had declared in his favour, he re- 
turned back, put himſelf at the head of the army that he commanded in 
Syria, levied new troops, ſeized on Burfa and all Birhynia, and reſolved to 
wait the coming up of his enemy in that place. 

BaAIAErT, to hinder him from fortifying himſelf in Aſia, ordered his 
belt troops to march immediately againſt him. This army was compoſed 
chiefly of janizaries and ſpahi's, i. e. the flower of the Turkiſh infantry 
and cavalry, which were re-inforced with a good body of European troops 
ſuperior in force and courage to the Aſiatick, who were moſt of them 
effeminated by the pleafures and luxury of che country, What made 
this army ſtill more formidable was, that the valiant Achmet, the darling 


of the ne. was general of it, and Bajazert, who was indebted to him 
1 4 : * 
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AckxtEr having paſſed the, Boſphorus, entered Aſia, and advanced to- 
wards Burſa. Zizim did not think it proper to ſhut himſelf up in that 
place and ſtand a ſiege. He therefore marched. out and advanced for- 


bad.

ward againſt his brother's forces. They ſoon came to an engagement: a 


great empire was to be the prize of the yictorious. Zizim, in order to 


obtain it, was incredibly valiant; that prince with ſabre in hand charged

ſides: they took no priſoners, and gave no quarter on either ſide; and it 


was ſome time before it could be diſtinguiſhed on what fide the victory 


would fall. Bur Achmet, after letting the enemy ſpend all their fire, 


putting himſelf at the head of a body of reſerve and freſh troops that had 


not yet fought, made ſo furious a charge on the Aſiaticks, that their 


troops, conſiſting moſt of new ſevies, could no longer ſuſtain the ſhock 


of the Europeans, In vain did Zizim exert himſelf to renew and main- 
rain the battle, rallying his cavalry ſeveral times, and returning to the 
charge. The braveſt of them, who never quitted him in the battle, fell 
almoſt all by his ſide. Achmet met with * little oppoſition from the 
infantry: moſt of them were cut to pieces, ſuch as eſcaped the ſword of 
the victorious fled for their lives, and the fear of falling into Bajazet's 
power, forced Zizim at laſt to do the fame, | 
Tux night coming on was fayourable to his eſcape : he threw himſelf 
into the midſt of a foreſt. As the night concealed the greatneſs of his loſs 


from him, he fed himſelf with the hopes of rallying his troops the next 


day, and trying again the fortune of war. But not. being able to get 
above forty horſemen, together, and all the reſt being either killed or diſ- 
2 he had no other courſe to take, but to get away as faſt as poſſible 


om a place which had proved ſo unfortunate, and might very well be 


more fatal to him: he was howeyer under a difficulty about reſolvin g on 
a place to take refuge in. Among thoſe that ſtill continued about him 
ſome of them propoſed Egypt to him, where Cait-Bei reigned as ſoldan, 


whilſt others were for his applying either to the prince of Caramania, or 
the grand maſter of Rhodes, all of them either open enemies of the 
Turks, or jealous of their power. Zizim determined in favour of the ſol-

roads, he got fafe with his little troop into Syria, went on into Paleſtine; 
came to Jeruſalem, viſited the moſque, which they called the temple of 
Salomon, where he paid his devotions, and croſſing the deſarts of Arabia, 
arrived at Grand Cairo. He was received as a ſovereign prince, with all 
the honours and ceremonies due to his birth, but in reality. with an in-

Bor not finding that prince diſpoſed to take up arms in his favour, he 
only recommended his wife and children to him, and then retired to the 
Caramanian prince of Cilicia, in whom he fancied he ſhould find more ge- 
netoſity and reſolution, and who had indeed ent to him in Egypt to of- 
fer him the aſſiſtance of his arms, and propoſe the joining their forces 
againſt Bajazet. Mahomet had taken from that prince all Cappadocia, 
and that part of Cilicia which borders upon mount Taurus. Zizim co- 
ming to his court, promiſed him by the moſt ſolemn oaths to reſtore him 
thoſe rovinces in caſe he ſhould ever by, the aſſiſtance of his troops re- 
cover bis throne. The two princes in an interview ſwore an inviolable 
fidelity to one another; the Caramanian immediately made FEDERER for 
war, and ſent to his allies and neighbours to demand ſuccours. The

grand maſter of Rhodes, who was one of that number, ſent him five gal- 
lies well equipped with ſoldiers and artillery, to keep the ſea, and defend 
the coaſts of his country; and the Caramanian at the ſame time had ſe- 
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veral re · inforcements ſent him from ſome 18 7 Mahometan princes, who 
entered into the league againſt a power that ſeemed ready to ſwallow up 
all the reſt. VV r 
Tuxsx princes having joined their troops before Achmet had drawn 
his out of their winter- quarters, advanced as far as the plains of Laranda 
in the furtheſt parts of Cappadocia. Bajazet was ſurprized to hear that 
his brother was returned out of Egypr to diſpute the empire with him 
again. His crown, and even his life were at ſtake, and To ded 
oppoſing their meaſures. Achmet indeed was at the head of a great bo- 
dy of troops, able to fight the enemy; but a diſtruſt natural enough to 3Z 
weak men, made him apprehenſive that that general might poſſibly be I 
bribed to go over to his brother: beſides, his miniſters who were jealous b 
of the glory which the vizier had in this war, repreſented to that prince, I 
that in a quarrel which was perſonal in reſpe& to him, and of ſuch mighty 
importance, his foldiers would have an fi opinion of his valour, was he 
not to ſhew himſelf at the head of his army. Theſe conſiderations de- 
rermined him to paſs the Boſphorus: he entered into Aſia. His army 
conſiſted of an hundred thouſand men: that of Achmet was near as nu- 
merous. After his having joined the ſultan, that prince would needs 
make a review of all his troops; Achmet appeared ar their head, but in- 
ſtead of wearing his (word or ſcymitar by his ſide, Bajazer obſerving that

and the people of his government, was come to ſee whether Zizim was 
erde to Rhodes, and in what manner the & tr rand maſter treared him. 
The grand maſter received him handſomely, did not ſeem at all averſe 
to the propoſals which they made him. Bur the envoy, who had other 
views, under pretence that he expected new orders from his maſter, ſpun 
out the negotiation; and they ſoon diſcovered the main deſign of his voy- 
age. The grand maſter, in order to rid himſelf as ſoon as poſſible of a 
privileged ſpy, ſpecdily put an end to his treary, and ſent him back to his 
maſter. - But ſcarce. had he parted with him when another arrived, who 
brought him a letter from the + baſha Achmet. The grand ſcignior, not 
caring to expoſe himſelf to a refulal, had emoined him a new negoriation 
on foot with the grand maſter, as from himſelf That miniſter, who * 
the important ſervices that he had lately done Bajazet, governed his em 
pire at that time with an abſolute authority, wrote to the grand maſter, 
exhorting him to make a ſolid and laſting treaty of peace with the port; 
for which he offered his credit and good offices, in caſe he would ſend 
embaſſadors to Conſtantinople. - 

Trs grand maſter ſaw plainly through the artifice, and chat theſe ſe- 
veral negotiators had no deſign but only to ger into Rhodes, and find out 
ſome means to diſpatch Zizim either by fword or poiſon. Though the 
prince of Rhodes looked upon them as aſſaſſins, yet as they were inveſted, | 
or rather masked with a publick character, no notice was taken of heir 
deſigns. All that the law of nations and prudence allowed to be done on 
this occaſion was to diſmiſs theſe envoys as ſoon as poſſible; and all the 
anſwer that the grand maſter gave the baſha was, that provided they drop- 
ped all talk of tribute, he might poſſibly in ſome time ſend embaſſadors 
to the port to treat about a laſting peace. Several councils after this were 
held at Rhodes, to conſider of the conduct the order ought to obſerve in 
ſo nice an affair. 

| In all theſe preliminaries the leaſt mention was not age of Zizim, 
notwithſtanding which che grand maſter cafily perceived that the deſign 
of the negotiation related always to the perſon of that prince, and that if 
his brother could not get him into his power by way of treaty, he would. 
either rake, care to get him poiſoned, or would attack him by open force, 
ſo that they might ſoon ſee all the forces of the Ottomans over- running 
the iſle of Rhodes a ſecond time. They held ſeveral councils on this 


ö TORE, and in order not to let a pledge ow fuch value go out of theirhands, 
they 
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brother's: eager purſuits; that whatever precautions the order e; 
his life could never be ſecure at Rhodes where ſo many retiegado Greeks 
could caſily get in by means of their language, and find means to diſpatch 
him by ſword or poiſon, ' notwithſtanding all the precautions that the order 
might take: whereas whilſt he Was at a diſtance,” the order, which was 
entring into a negotiation irh the ſultan, might find opportunities to 
take care of his intereſts, and that he himſelf would undertake to give him 
4 full account of all that paſſed at the port in relation to him. 
Tux Turkiſh: prince ſeeing no remech, conſerited to every thing they 
propoſed to him. He likewiſe before his ſetting out left @ full power with 
the grand maſter to treat with Bapazet in his name, upon ſuch terms as 
ſhould be moſt for his advantage and ſecurity. This was not the only in- 
ſtrument he ſigned; he executed another, wherein, after reciting all the 
obligations he had to the grand maſter and his order, he engaged himſelf 
in caſe he ever recoyered the empire, or any conſiderable part of it, to 
maintain a conſtant peace with the knights, would give their fleets free 
entrance into all his ports, would ſet three hundred Chriſtians of both 
ſexes at liberty every year without ranſom, and pay a hundred and fifty thou- 
ſand crowns of gold into the treaſury of the order, to reimburſe them the 
expences they had been at on his account. This inſtrument ſigned with 
his own hand is ſtill kept in the archives af Malta, and is dated the fifth 
day of the month of Regeb, in the 887th yrar of the Hegira, which anſwers, 1482; 
according to our way of computation, to the 3 iſt of Auguſt A. D. 1482 
The prince went afterwards on board under the conyoy of the cheyalier 
de Blancheforr the grand maſters nephew, who employed all the care and 
cotnplaiſance imaginable, to divert the melancholy. with which the prince 
was ſeiz d at leaving his own country and paſſing into a foreign land. 

Wulst he was failing towards France, the grand maſter, purſuant to 
the promiſe he had given Achmet, ſent the knights Guy de Mont-Ar- 
naud and Duprat as his embaſſadors to Conſtantinople; Bajazet, who 
| faw that his brorher's fortune was entirely in the grand maſter's power, 
was exceedingly pleaſed at their arrival. They were received with great 
honours, and he appointed commiſſioners to treat of a peace, naming for 
that purpoſe the vizier Achmer and Milach Paleologus, who, after Maho- 
mer's death, having declared in favour of Bajazet, was on that account 
recalled to the port. The negotiation had like to have miſcarried at the 
very opening of the conference: Achmet inſiſted by way of preliminary, 
that che grand maſter ſhould acknowledge himfelf for a vaſſal of the grand 
ſeignior, and as fuch ſhould pay him an annual tribute. This propoſition 
was rejected with a noble diſdain by the two embaſſadors. The vizier the 
proudeſt man living, told them, chat his maſter would go in perſon at the 
head of an hundred thouſand men to levy the tribute himſelf: the em- 
baſſadors upon theſe menaces were for breaking off the conference and 
retiring: bur the baſha Paleologus telling the vizier in the Turkiſh lan- 
guage, that he ſhould conſider that the ſultan would have the treaty con- 
cluded at any rate, the negotiation was reſumed; and the two knights 
 ſhewed the greater conſtancy and reſolution, becauſe Duprar, who under- 
| ſtood the Turkiſh language, was thereby made acquainted with the grand 

ſeignior's intentions. Ace did not inſiſt any longer on that * 
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to come to the principal point which the ſultan had 
f his brother, and his miniſters

Rhodes. Peace being ſettled on theſe conditions, the treaty was ſigned 
by the ſultan, ho ſent one of his principal miniſters, called Capitain, to 
Rhodes, to receive the grand maſter's ratific atio... 
Inx vizier, who was naturally haughty, could not hear rhe} leaſt men- 
tion of the penſions which the ſultan was obliged to pay every year, with- 
out the higheſt indignation. He complained publickly that they had pro- 
ſtituted the honour of the empire by this ſcandalous treaty; and in his 
exclamations againſt it, he A help dropping ſome ſharp invectives 
againſt the perſon. of his maſter himſelf... The ſultan was ſoon informed of 
it: there is neyer wanting in all courts a ſet of men who make it their 
buſineſs to ruin their enemies, by giving che worſt conſtruction to their 
words, and miſrepreſenting them in the moſt artful manner. Achmet had 
a very dangerous one in the perſon of a baſha, Iſaac by name, whoſe 
daughter he had formerly married. She was the very Turkiſh lady that 
Mahomer's eldeſt ſon fell fo deſperately in love with, and to whom her 
husband in the fury of his paſſion pretended he had offered violence. The 
reader may have obſerved in the beginning of this book, that Mahomet, 
who would allow no body to be a tyrant in his dominions but himſelf, 
had under pretence of doing Achmet juſtice, put that young prince to 
death, fearing that his paſſion might put him upon ſome attempt againſt 
his own perſon. Achmet, as Cæſar had acted formerly, without caring 
to examine into his wife's conduct, had divorced: her; which his farher- 
in-law reſented ſo heinouſly that he reſolved to be revenged. This baſha 
did not let lip the occaſion, that Achmet's imprudence furniſhed him with: 
he informed the ſultan of the viziers murmurings and invectives, and ag- 
gravated them with all the ill-narured turns that courtiers are laviſh enough 
in beſtowing ; and under a feigned zeal for his prince's ſervice, he inſinu- 
ated to him, that as the vizier was ſo very powerful, and in a manner 
adored by the ſoldiers, he could not have uttered ſuch taunts and reflecti- 
ons without deſigning ſome inſurrection. So Boyer e 
IN a caſe of this nature, eſpecially in a deſpotick government like that 
of the Turks, bare ſuſpicion is a crime. Bajazet, ever jealous and diffident, 
as all weak perſons are, reſolved to diſpatch the vizier, in order to pre- 
vent the TR nh which they charged him from taking effect: be- 
ſides the daily fight of a man, the greatneſs of whoſe ſervices exceeded all 
the recompences he could make him, was offenſive to his eyes.

This pontiff had juſt ſucceeded Sixtus IV. by the 
name of Innocent VIII. He was a Genoeſe by birth, of the illuſtrious 1 484. 
houſe of Cibo, originally of the iſle of Rhodes, where his father was born. Proof 3. 
As ſoon as ever he was Deen in St. Peter's chair, he notified it to the 
knights, whom he conſidered as the ſovereigns of his family, and ſent a 

nuncio on purpoſe to Rhodes, to aſſure them of the eſteem and affection 

he had for an order ſo illuſtrious, and withal ſo ſerviceable to the chriſtian 

world. But the nuncio declared at the ſame time to the grand maſter, 


awe, would be glad to have prince Zizim ſent to Rome, or at leaſt to 
fome ſtrong hold;in Jaly.

THE grand maſter repreſented to the nuncio, that they had reaſon to 


in order to revenge himſelf and prevent the pope's deſigns, might fall 
with all his forces upon Italy. Beſides, that by taking Zizim out of the 
hands of the knights, they might give the world occaſion to ſuſpect that 
they did not behave themſelves well towards him, which would be a great 
diſhonour to his order. The nuncio tranſmitted rheſe reaſons to Rome; 
but the pope was inflexible, and made new inſtances that they would ſend 
orders immediately to the cheyalier de Blanchefort, then grand prior of 
Auvergne, to conduct the Turkiſh prince himſelf to Rome. The grand 
maſter, to ſhew his deference to the pope's orders, named two embaſ- 85 | 
ſadors to wait upon his holineſs, and choſe for that purpoſe Philip de 

Cluys, of the language of France, bailiff of Morea, and William Caourſin, 

vice-chancellor of the order, the perſon who has left us an hiſtory of all 

that paſſed at Rhodes in relation to prince Zizim. & | 1

tages which they drew from thence, we muſt own that they were very 
able miniſters : for in exchange for the perſon only of Zizim, which they 

promiſed to deliver into the pope's hands, they obtained very important

ſtop the payment of Zizims penſion, he by another bull, to chene 
the loſs the knights of Rhodes would thereby ſuſtain, ſuppreſſed the or- 
ders of the holy ſepulchre, and St. Lazare, which he annexed to that of 
St. John, to prevent (as the pontiff ſays in his bull) a body of knights ſo 
neceſſary to Chriſtendom, from being over- powered by the formidable pow- 

er of the Turks. The grand maſter's own intereſts were not forgor in 
this treaty, and the pope engaged, as ſoon as prince Zizim ſhould be de- 
livered up to him, to ſend the grand maſter a cardinal's hat, a digniry of 
great eminence indeed, bur not very proper for a warrior, and one eſpe- 


_ cially that was at the ſame time a ſovereign prince. To 
Taz treaty being concluded to the ſatisfaction both of the pope and 
the grand maſter, they by concert ſent embaſſadors to king Charles VIII. 
the ſon and ſucceſſor of Lewis XI. to communicate it to him, and defire 
his conſent. They met with no difficulty from that quarter, bur whilſt 

| theſe embaſſadors were ſtill in France, there came another miniſter of the 
port, diſpatched by Bajazet to the king. That ſultan, who was conti- 
nually watching the behaviour of the knights with regard to his brother, 
was not long without having an account of the deſigns of the pope, and 
the negotiations of his miniſters. He loſt no time in diſpatching one of 
his principal officers to traverſe their negotiation. This embaſſador landing 
in Provence, notified his arrival immediately to the court, and ſer out on 
his road thither. But the king following his father's example, and ſcru- 
pling to give audience to an Infidel, that miniſter ſtopped at Riez, pur- 
ſuant to an order he received by an expreſs meſſenger, and was obliged to 
tranſact the affair by writing, and ſent the propoſals which he was antho- 
riſed to make-up to courr. _ bd 39 VVV 

BAIAZE r in his letter deſired the king that ſultan Zizim might be de- 
livered into the hands of the miniſter he ſent, or at leaſt that he would 
not ſuffer him to go our of his dominions: and in order to engage him 
ro comply with: his requeſt by ſomerhing more valuable than gold or pre- 
cious ſtones, he offered him all the relicks that the emperor Mahomet his 
father had found at the taking of Conſtantinople, and in the whole ex- 
tent of his empire. He added further, that he was actually in war with 
the ſoldan of Egypt; that he hoped to drive him ſoon our of Syria, Pa- 
leſtine, and the kingdom of Jeruſalem, and that if he ſucceeded in his at- 
tempt, he engaged to ſer the laſt of thoſe crowns upon his head, as being

the moſt potent prince that followed the law of the Meſſias. | 
Ino the king was young, very couragious, and fond of glory, yet 
he did not ſuffer himſelf to be allured by this laſt propoſal. Moſt of the 
chriſtian princes had been long before that diſcouraged from making thoſe 
tedious voyages and pious expeditions which had coſt their anceſtors im- 
menſe ſums, and the pureſt blood of their nobility. They had ſcarce a

French knights, and that the pope ſhould: oblige himſelf never to deliver 
him up to any other ſovereign, without his privity and conſent, under the 
forteiture Qt. ten thouſand ducats.) {4th lin md Eric. walk a 1 
Iux unfortunate Zizim, after having come from the eaſt into Europe, 
and from Rhodes into the midſt, of Auvergne, was now delivered up to 
the pope's agents, who carried him into Italy, and arrived there without 
any obſtacle: and the better to diſguiſe this change of ſlavery, they re- 
ceived him with as much pomp and magnificence as they would have 
fhewn at the entry of a chriſtian king. The catdinal of Angers, 
and Franciſquin Cibo, . the pope's natural ſon, but got before he en- 
tered into holy orders, went to meet him two miles from Rome, and 
complimented him in the popes name. Doria, captain of the -pope's 
guards, waited for him at the 555 of the town, where the cavalcade be- 
gan. Some Turks that were Zizim's ſervants, and never would quit him, 
were the firſt that appeared. Next came the pope's guards, his light 
horſe, his gentlemen, with thoſe of the cardinals and nobility of Rome. 
The ſeignior de Faucon, embaſſador of France, heightned the ſplendor of 
the march by the pompouſneſs of his equipage, and a numerous train of 
attendants in rich liveries: the vicomte de Monteil, the grand maſter's bro- 
ther, who had acquired ſo much glory at the ſiege of Rhodes, marched 5 
immediately aſter, abreaſt with Franciſquin Cibo; next advanced the Tur- 
kiſh prince, mounted on a prancing horſe, and followed by the grand pri- 
or of Auvergne, and the other knights appointed for his guard. The 
march was cloſed by the maſter of the pope's: chamber, and a crowd of 
Italian prelates of the popes court. The Turkiſh prince was conducted 
into an apartment of the vatican prepared for him; and the next day the 
embaſſador of France and the grand prior of Auyergne conducted him to 
att audience of. the pop H1297 Nai 24-0; 
 Trar prince, at his coming into the apartment where he was to have 
audience, ſaw the pope ſeated on his throne, attended by the cardinals 
and all his court. The prince ſaluted him after the Turkiſh manner, but 
all the entreaties the maſter of the ceremonies employed, could not pre- A 
vail upon him to bow his knee, or embrace his feet, as Chriſtian princes | . 
do; the pope however did not receive him the leſs graciouſly upon that 
account; Zizim beſought his protection with as ſtately an air, as if the 
pontiff had ſtood in need of his. Innocent anſwered; him with great 
mildneſs, and he was afterwards treated with abundance of reſpect, though 
ſtill guarded by the knights. But as he ſaw a great deal of company, 
and could eaſier receive news out of Aſia, he thought himſelf leſs un- 
happy at Rome, than in the tower of Bourg neuf. 
Tae king of France, for certain private reaſons, intereſted himſelf for 
the preſervation of Zizim. That prince, who was young, powerful and 
ambitious, aſpired to the title of emperor; he had a mind to make uſe one 
day of Zizim, to get Conſtantinople, Romania, and the Morea into his 
hands. Andrew Paleologus, nephew to the laſt emperor Conſtantine, 
had yielded up to him all his rights to that empire: and Albania, * 
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had need of ſorme ports in Italy 


of the houſe of Anjoy, who had left his couſin Lewis XI. heir to all his 
dominions and tights ; and after him the dauphin his ſon, Who was then 


upon the throtic; and ſtiled Charles VIII. Here was a right clear enough 


indeed, which wanted nothing but a ſufficient force to render it valid. 
The king and his council reſolyed before they made an expedition into 
Greece, to undertake firſt this enterprize. They were likewiſe encouraged 
to it by Lodowic Sforza, regent of the durchy of Milan, and a ſecret 
enemy of the houſe of Arragon; a branch of which had reigned at Na- 
„ „„ d ͤ , ops” 
Tux Italian war was reſolved on before any thing was to be undertaxen 
on the ſide of Greece. However, as the king of France foreſaw that 
 Zizim's perſon would be very neceſſary to him in this laſt expedition, he 
nt embaſſadors to pope innocent; and we find by their inſtruftions, that 
they were ordered to put the pope in mind of the engagements he had 
entered into with him in relation to the grand ſeignior's brother, that is, 
of his never diſpoſing of him without his privity and conſent : but theſe 
negotiations were e by the pope's death, and Zizim, who during 
his pontificate had found ſome alleviation of bis ill fortune, was upon his 
death oppreſſed with a new ſeries of calamitie . 
_. CarDINAL Roderigo de Borgia ſucceeded Innocent, by the name of 
Alexander VI. a pope, if we may call him by that name, that bought the 


- 


triple: crown, and the votes of ſeveral of his collegues with ready money, 
and who in order to re-imburſe himſelf the ſums he had laid out after his 
having got poſſeſſion of it, beſtowed no other reward upon thoſe ſimoniſts 
than by 2 000 by {word and poiſon, or ſending them into a 
tedious baniſhment. During his pontificate, biſhopricks, benefices, eccle- 
ſiaſtical dignities, diſpenſations, the very adminiſtration of the facraments, 
all was venal. He fold by retail what he had bought by the great, and 
employed the produce of it in keeping his miſtreſſes : he was not aſhamed 
ro put the purple ſo often dyed with the blood of martyrs, upon ſeveral 
of his baſtards that were polluted with all forts of crimes, and whom he 
had promoted to the dignity of cardinal. Py, 
Tux unfortunate Zizim being by the preſent ſituation of his circum- 
ſtances, in his power, the tyrant in order to enable himſelf to diſpoſe of 
his liberty and life as he pleaſed, took him out of the hands of the knights, 
whom he diſmiſſed, ſhur him up in the caſtle of St. Angelo, and then 
{ent advice of it to the grand ſeignior, who through fear leſt he ſhould 
ſet him at liberty, engaged to pay him forty thouſand ducats annually: 
others ſay that Alexander got at leaſt ſixty thouſand a year from him. 
Ix the mean time, the king always fond of his firſt deſigns of conqueſt, 
made extraordinary levies: his army conſiſted of 3600 men of arms, 6000 
| archers, 6000. croſsbows, 8900 pikemen, and as many musketeers, be- 
ſides a prodigious train of artillery. All Italy trembled at the news of this 
formidable atmament. The pope, whom the cardinals in general deſired 
to have depoſed; was in a fright at the bare noiſe of the march of the 
French : but as he was an able man, and a great politician, he turned his 
views towards Conſtantinople, and flattered himſelf that if he was hard 
preſſed by his enemies, he ſhould be able, fo long as he was maſter of

expoſed: to ſale, that the higheſt bidder would carry ir, and chat ir depend- 


ed on himſelf only to obtain the preference. Bajazer underſtood his mean- 


ing well enough, and as he had no intereſt ſo; preſſing as that of getting 
rid of his brother, we ſec by his letters to the pope, that he begs him to 
diſpatch him out of hand, and by his death put an end to the uneaſineſs 
which would ſer upon his ſpirits as long as he ſhould be living, Holy 
e father, ſays he ta him, Zizim, as he is impriſon d, cant 't be faid to live; he 
* does nothing but languiſh;' he is already more than half dead. Twou d 
be doing him a gvod office to diſpatch him outright, and ſend him to 
* enjoy eternal reſt in another world.” Thus did that tyrant explain him- 


ſelf in writing ro another tyrant; and to male him abſolutely reſolve upon

the murder he propoſed, he engages himſelf by his letter, that as ſoon as 


he ſhould have made away with his enemy, to remit him three hundred 


thouſand ducats, which, ſays he, he may employ in purchaſing conſider- 
able manors and lordſhips for his children. The pope, who never valued 


agreed to the conditions of the treaty. But as he got à tribute of forty 


* * 


thouſand ducats every year that Zizim lived, and alſo by that means kept 
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proſecuted as the chief of the ſacred co 
up in the caſtle of St. Angelo. "Twas here that his paſt iniquities pre 
ſented themſelves to his imagination with all their black train of hor- 
rors. His infamous debauches, his ſimony, his 1 his murders 
and his aſſaſſinations pierced him to the quick. The cardinals, who were 
witneſſes as well as enemies of his vices, the citizens of Rome and the 
French ſoldiers, all cried out aloud, that it was their duty to purge borh 
the earth and the church of ſuch a monſter. Tho” he found himſelf in 

this terrible ſituation, and abandoned by every body, yet he did not aban- 


money he oppoſed the ſtorm; and whilſt his enemies looked upon him 


as an undone man, he by force of preſents and the promiſe of a cardi- 
and by his credit moſt of the young prince's favourites at the ſame time. 
So that this great affair was turned into a negotiation, and of a criminal 
was made a civil cauſe: no more mention was made of the crimes of Alex- 
ander; all that was now aimed at was to get him over from the party of 
the houſe of Arragon. He promiſed every thing they could deſire of 
him, reſolving to keep his promiſes no longer than a ſuperior power ſhould 
force him to it. Thus the treaty was ſoon concluded: he engaged to ad- 


here inviolably for the future ro the intereſts of France; and for a pledge 


of his word, gave his ſon the cardinal of Borgia or of Valence in hoſtage ; 
the fame who was afterwards called the duke of Valentinois, the hero of 
Machiavel, and who was the moſt profligate man then living, had his fa- 
ther not been alive. By this treaty he was obliged to follow the king to 
the war for four months, in quality of an hoſtage. ' And in order not ro 
fully the honour of the purple, his father ' inveſted him with the dignity 
of legate of the holy ſee : but what was ſtill a greater mortification to him 
than to ſee his ſon follow the banner of France, was his being obliged to 


deliver Zizim up to the king. We ſee by the treary made on this oc- 


caſion, that that prince, after the expedition of Naples, had bound him- 
ſelf ro ſend him back to Rome to the pope; and in the mean time the 
king was to get him a diſcharge from the grand maſter and council of the 
order, in the fame manner as he had given them, when he received 'Zizim 
from them; he was likewiſe ſo long as the Turkiſh prince lived to have 
the forty thouſand ducats to himſelf, which the ſultan paid for his ſub- 
ſiſtence; all of them conditions which he. ſtipulated with ſo much care 
with a view only of ſcreening his wicked intentions. For this bloody 
wretch, in order to keep his promiſe to the Turk, and elude that which 
he had given to the king, cauſed Zizim & to be poiſoned before he delivered 
him up: ſo that the unfortunate prince ended his days the moment he 
came up with the king at · Terracina. The haſty flight of the pope's ſon 
by night, whom the darkneſs of it favoured to make his eſcape, pointed 
out the.perfidious authors of this murder. pl 

THE fatal news ſoon came to Rhodes, and it ſtruck the grand maſter 
with horror and aſtoniſhment. He reproached himſelf, and that perhaps 
juſtly too, for having delivered up to Innocent VIII. a prince that had

Tus young prince whom fortune ſeemed to conduct by 
juſt made himſelf maſter of the kingdom of Naples, vhich young Ferdi- 
nand had abandoned to him. The eaſineſs he found in gaining conqueſts 
which” no body diſputed with him, made him fancy he ſhonld have the 
fame ſucceſs againſt the Turks. This was the occaſion of his letter to the 
grand maſter, which was wrote in terms equally civil and urgent. The 
ing told him in a very obliging manner, that he had made choice of 
him, as one of the greateſt captains of the age, to be his guide in that 
holy enterpriſe. But the grand maſter was not to be dazzled by theſe en- 
comiums, much leſs by a project that was more pompous than ſolid. This 
venerable old man, though he reſided in his palace, kept nevertheleſs fe 
cret intelligences in all the courts of the chriſtian princes, and even in 
the ſeraglio of the grand ſeignior. He vas aſſured that this prince, now 
free from the uneaſineſs that his brother had occaſioned him as long as he 
lived, was then making a powerful armament: and that it was by no 
means prudent for the grand maſter to leave Rhodes and the iſles of the 
order in ſuch a juncture. But what prevailed more than any thing elſe 
to prevent his going, was that he had certain advices from ſeveral places, 
that the king, far from being in a condition to pals into the Levant, would 


be very happy if he could get back into France; that the army which he 


had led into Italy was conſiderably leſſened, by the garriſons he had been 
forced to put into different places, by ſickneſs, and eſpecially by the ex- 
ceſſes which his ſoldiers had fallen into. That there was moreover a pow- 
erful league formed againſt that prince, the pope having been the prin- 
cipal inſtrument in promoting it; that Bajazet had at the pontiff's Glici. 
tation ſent an embaſſador ta Venice to threaten” thoſe” republicans with a 
bloody war, if they did not declare themſelves immediately againſt the 
king of France; that they had entered the more freely into the league, 
becauſe they did not care to have ſo potent a prince for their neighbour; 
that their bailo was the very perſon who had given the grand ſeignior the 
firſt account of the death of the unfortunate Zizim; and that in order to 
gratify the Turks, they had cauſed the archbiſhop of Durazzo to be ſeized, 
who in order to facilitate the conqueſts of Charles the eighth, had held 
ſecret intelligences with the Greeks of Illyria, a people that had but lately 
been brought under the ſubjection of the port; and that thoſe republican 
en had ſent all the papers and writings of that prelate to the 

THESE advices informed him farther, that the emperor Maximilian I. 
Ferdinand king of Spain, Ferdinand the dethroned king of Naples, Lo- 
dowic the duke or * of Milan, the marqueſs of Mantua, and ſeveral 
other petty princes of Italy, were actually treating at Venice, and they 
pretended that the league was ſigned the laſt day of March.

This prince, who! in 
wars againſt the Moors of Granada had found no ſuccours fo ſurely to 
be depended on as thoſe of the Spaniſh knights, entered into their juſt 
reſerirments. He aſſured the grand maſter that he would openly ſupport 
the: nomination he had made of the chevalier Boſſolx, and that fo long as 
he lived, he would never ſuffer any commandry to be diſpoſed of to his 
prejudice and contrary to the rights of the order. This prince wrote 
at the ſame time to the pope, and repreſented to him, that there was no 
ſtate in all Chriſtendom but had the inſtitution and bravery of that noble 


order in ſingular veneration; that thoſe illuſtrious knights were the ſtanding 


protectors of all the ch riſtian nations that ſailed in the Mediterranean; that 
ever ſince the foundation of the order, they had always ſerved as a con- 


voy to pilgrims that went out of devotion to viſit the holy Land and the 


ſepulchre of the Saviour of mankind ; that ſince the increaſe of their

poſed, and that there was not one of them but beheld with concern the 
attempts that were making to alter this diſpoſition; that chey themſelves 
would not fit tamely down, whilſt the poſſeſſions which their predeceſſors 
had acquired ſo juſtly and by ſo many dangers and fatigues were alienat- 
ing from them, and were giving away to ſtrangers; and that afterall there 
was no depriving them of their right, without damping their zeal; leſſen- 
ing the forces that they kept at ſea, and abandoning all the Chriſtians that 
ſhould undertake any voyages by ſea, as a prey to barbarians and in- 
fidels. . CS er mmmagy 40 16 vie ar Sint blronl Sd ron5m 
Tux pope ſubmitted to the arguments, or rather authority of the king 
of Arragon and Caſtile. That pontiff was very ſenſible, that amidſt the 
complaints of the Spaniſh knights, ſome invectives had been dropped a- 
gainſt his intimacy and his correſpondence with the great Turk. He 
was obliged in honour to wipe off the ſtains that the poiſoning of Zizim 
had thrown upon him. In order therefore to ſilence reports ſo very pre. 
judicial to his reputation, he propoſed by his nuncios to moſt of the chri- 
ſtian princes the forming a powerful league againſt the Inſidels. He de- 
clared publickly that he himſelf would be the head of it, and to impoſe 
on ſuch as might call in queſtion the ſincerity of his intentions, he named 
the grand maſter of Rhodes for generaliſſimo of che chriſtian army. Such 
2 choice determined moſt. of the ſovereigns of Europe to take up arms. 
The emperor Maximilian, Lewis XII king of France, thoſe of Caſtile, 
Portugal and Hungary, the Venetians and moſt of the Italian 8 en- 
tered into the league. The pope ſent the news of it to Rhodes: he re- 
quired the order to maintain four gallies and four other veſſels well equip- 
ped for its quota during the war, promiſing at the ſame time to furniſh 
fiſteen for his part, and took notice in a particular letter which he ſent to 
the grand maſter, that the biſhop of Tivoli his nuncio was actually fitting 
them out in the port of Venice. 41-72 | . 
 HowEvex poſitive this promiſe might be, the grand maſter, who knew 
the pope's deceitful mind, was very loth to depend upon ir, and was ſo tho- 
roughly perſuaded of the certainty of his conjectures on this head, that 
he would have refuſed the poſt of general, if the council of the order had 
not repreſented to him, that there were certain conjunctures in which ſome- 
thing muſt neceſſarily be left to chance; that they had indeed but too 
much reaſon to apprehend that the pope, notwithſtanding this great oſten- 
tation of zeal which he affected to ſhew, ſtill kept up * intelligences 
with the port; but that in a cruſade and a general war undertaken againſt 
the Infidels the order was not at liberty to lie by in a ſtate of indolence, 
which would caſt a ſtain on the bravery of the knights; and that they

Taz grand maſter was very ſenſible, that on ſuch occaſions there is no 
keeping exactly to the rules and dictates of prudence : and a very obliging 
letter which he received at the fame time from Lewis XII. king of France 
determined him entirely.

ſeaſon was too far advanced, he returned directly for the coaſts of France. 
artempted and afterwards raiſed the ſiege of Mitylene without his privity

The war that broke out 
berween the French and ee in the kingdom of Naples deſtroyed it 
entirely; and the pope, inſtead of intervening to reconcile thoſe two pow- 
ers, did all he could to foment their diviſions. The Venetians, deleted 
by the principal of their allies, made a ſeparate peace with the Turk. 
Ladiſlaus king of Hungary entered into a like treaty with Bajazet, and 
none ſtood out but the knights of Rhodes, who, without having the 
leaſt ſuccour from the pope and the other princes of Europe, continued 
the war againſt the Turks with the ſingle forces of the order. 
Trx1R gallies were then at ſea, and met off the coaſts of Syria and 
Egypt a fleet of Turkiſh and Saracen ſhips, bound from Alexandria, where 
they had been richly laden with merchandize, to Conſtantinople. The 
chevalier de Villaragut caſtellan of Empoſta commanded this ſquadron: he 
attacked and beat the convoy of this rich fleet, which he ſeized on and 
brought into the port of Rhodes. The prize was indeed conſiderable, but 
not ſufficient to remove the grand maſters concern for the indifference 
and negligence of his allies. He employed every method, and uſed the 
moſt * inſtances, but to no purpoſe, in order to give new life to

Fxo the fame motive of piety and the ſame ſpirit of religion the grand 
maſter made ſevere ordinances againſt blaſphemers, and extended them, af- 
ter wards againſt the: luxury: of ſome knights that went too fine and gaudy; 
in apparel. This worthy head of an order holy in its inſtiturion, being as 
regular a religious as he was a great captain, ordered all his knights, agrecable 
what were plain, uniform, of one colour, and without any of thoſe vain 
embelliſhments, the reſult of pride and ambition; and if any one dared to 
infringe that ſtatute, he was condemned to undergo the diſoipline for two

the poor. All the old commanders and the moſt zealous among the 
knights highly commended the grand maſter for this wiſe regulation. From 
that moment there were no more to be ſeen any ſtuffs of different colours, 
embroiderics, rich furs, or any ſort of vain equipage unſuitable to a ſer of 
religious perſons who had made the folemn vow of poverty at the altar. 
Indeed what could one think to ſee theſe religious dreſſed up like ſo many 
women, and perhaps with a view only of ſeducing them, and to have 
nothing of their profeſſion about them bur a bare croſs, which they would 
not have worn neither, had it not ſerved for a title to the claim they laid 
to the revenues of the order? *T'was a happy circumſtance indeed, that at 
the fame time that they reſumed the modeſt habit of their profeſſion, they 
rclumed likewiſe the ſpirit of it; and the order again found a ſet of holy 
religious in the perſon of its brave knights. 5 
Wulst the grand maſter was employing himſelf ſo worthily in main- 
raining a regular diſcipline in his order, one would have thought that the 
pope had conſpired its ruin. That Pontiff, ever greedy of wealth, and 
above all things fond of deſpotick power, beſtowed the richeſt dignities of 
che order upon his relations and ſecular perſons; and diſpoſed of them 
without the privity of the grand maſter, without the leaſt regard for the 
nature dene poſſeſſions which belonged to an independent and ſovereign 
body, and in violation of all the rights and privileges of the order. This 
unjuſt and violent proceeding afflicted the grand maſter in a very ſenſible 
manner: he wrote about it to the pope in very ſtrong terms, ſuch as a 
true zeal is apt to inſpire; but all the anſwer he had was a continuation of 
the ſame injuſtice; and he had an account, that even aſter his remonſtran- 
ces Alexander had promiſed the grand priory of Caſtile to Don Henry de 
Toledo. This news threw the grand maſter into a melancholy which 
ended at laſt in a ſickneſs that proved mortal to him. The generous old

- Hrs birth was illuſtrious; he was ſprung of one of the moſt noble and 
moſt antient houſes of France, the original of which is not to be traced 

in the obſcurity of the firſt ages of that monarchy. About the year 885, 
as Aimar de Chabanois relates, a nobleman of rhe name of Aubuſſon was 
made a viſcount in the province of Limouſin by king Eudes. The fame 
hiſtorian, who lived in 1029, in order to ſet off the birth of Turpin biſhop 

of Limoges, ſays, that he was uncle to Robert viſcount d Aubuſſon. The 
reader will meet with a ſeries of proofs on this ſubje& at the end of this 
volume, which we have taken the pains to collect out of none but known 

and cotemporary hiſtorians. But how illuſtrious ſoever the grand malter's 
anceſtors were, he gloried chiefly in ſuch of them as had ſignalized them- 
Twas to copy after their example 
that he devoted himſelf to rhe defence of Chriſtians by entering into the 
order and fighting under the banner of St. John; we have now ſeen in 

the hiſtory of his life that he was as ſerviceable to them as he was terrible to 

the Infidels. The order, after his death, inherited his eſtate; but we may 

ſay with juſtice, that the moſt valuable treaſure he left, was the remembrance 

of his glory and the example of his virtues. ile WRT ion:

his veſſel had ſeven ſtories, two of which were lower than the ſurface 
of the water: it was able to carry, beſides its freight, and the merchants 
and ſeamen neceſſary for the working and failing of it, a thouſand ſoldiers 
for its defence; it was a fort of floating-caſtle, mounted with above an 
hundred pieces of cannon : the Saracens. called this carack the queen of 
the ſea: the knights, during the government of Aubuſſon, had attempted 
ſeveral times to come up with it and attack ir, but never could carry their 
E The order was more lucky under his ſucceſſor: advice bein 
rought that it was at ſea, the grand maſter ordered the chevalier de Gaſ- 
tineau, commander of Limoges, to go on board the admiral galley of the 
order, and endeavour to meet the carack and engage it, but to make uſe 
of artifice rather than force in the taking of it, and to be particularly 
careful neither to burn nor ſink it. The commander, purſuant to his or- 
ders, ſet ſail, ſteering his courſe for Candia, and cruiſed a little beyond 
that iſland to wait te coming up of the prize. The carack ſoon ap- 
peared, and diſcovered the riftian caper ; but the Saracens preſuming 
on their own force, and the ſuperiority of their fire and artillery, would 
not change their courſe : ſo far from that, they looked on their enemy 
with contempt, and thought it 5 Mes 5 che Chriſtian to put himſelf

only offer them, if they would ſurrender, to give them good quarter, but 
that in caſe they would not, he would either burn or fink them. By 
means of theſe patlies, the time which was ſpent ic diſpatching the chri- 
ſtian officer backwards and forwards, the commander, Who had no deſign 

but ro amuſe them, was ſtill advancing forwards, and was <othe almoſt in- 
ſenſibly up cloſe to the carack; ſo that the Saracens having threatened the 
envoy to throw him into the lea if he returned any more with ſuch pro- 
poſals, he was no ſooner got on board the galley of the order, but the 
commander let fly a broad- ſide of his cannon loaden with cartridges, 
which killed the Saracen captain, with moſt of the officers as well as fol- 
diers and ſeamen that were upen the deck. The merchants, ſoldiers and 

ſeamen that were left in the carack, frighted at the terrible havock made 
by this volley, and ſeeing them preparing to fire 'a ſecond broad-fide, 
The commander obliged the principal of 
them to come on board his galley; and at the ſame time (ent a party of his 
own officers and ſeamen on board their veſſel, to rake the management of 
it.

In this prize, beſides vaſt ſums of Roy” and precious i belonging to 
the merchants. 


Tux ſoldan ſent ſeveral bales of pepper, ginger, cinnamon, cloyes, and 
a great quantity of rich tapeſtry, camlets, and various ſorts of commodities 
of great value, for the ranſom of the merchants and his other ſubjects. 
The veſſels of the order took likewiſe, a few days after, near the coaſt of 
Cyprus, three ſhips of the Saracens, and ſent the merchandize on board 
them to be ſold in France, the produce of the ſale being laid out in 
3 arms, and ammunition, which the agents of the order ſent to 

es. 

Tu ſoldan incenſed ar all theſe loſſes, reſolved to augment his m 
force, and to have always a certain number of gallies in the Mediterra- 
nean and Red fea. That prince ſent five and twenty veſſels of different 


bulk into the gulph of Ajazzo, to tranſport the timber which he had 


cauſed to be cut and ready framed there, and deſigried 1 ro make uſe of for 
the building of new veſlels. 

Tux grand maſter having certain advice of the arrival of this ER 
fleet in the gulph, and that this new armament was deſigned 7 ;

As the king of Portugals intereſt was chiefly concerned in this 
war, the grand maſter 'gave"the command of the gallies to Andrew 
d Amaral a Portugueſe, of the language of Caſtile, commander of Vera 
Crux; a brave Khighe, and well killed in naval affairs, but proud, con- 
ceited, and too much prepoſſeſſed in fayour of his own yalour and ca- . 
1 ſhips were under the command of the chevalier de Villiers lle 
Ellle-Adam: the grand maſter choſe him for this employment on account | 
of the eſteem and reputation he had in the order, which he had merited 
by his valour and wie condutt in commanding, 
Iux gallies failing out of the port of Rhodes came up to the iſle of 
Cyprus; and went coaſting up and down the iſland. But the commander 
de Fille Adam, to avoid being becalmed, kept out to ſea: and both, ac- 
cording to appointment, came by different ways to cape St. Andre, which 
is on the caſt of the kingdom of Cyprus. When the whole fleet of the 
order was joined, they held a council of war upon the manner of their 
 artacking the Infidels: The two chieftains, I mean d' Amaral and [Ifle- 
Adam, were of different opinions. The Frenchman propoſed to wait and 
ſurpriſe the ſhips when they ſhould be at ſea with che timber on board; 
d Amaral was for going to attack them in the bottom of the gulph, with- 
it conſidering that they might be defended by batteries erected on the 
ſhore; and pretended to make his opinion paſs for a law at the fame time 
that he rejected that of le- Adam with contempt. The debate grew 
very hot: the two generals were on the point of fighting; but the French- 
man having more moderation, and fearing that the quarrel might cauſe 
the enterpriſe to miſcarry, ſacrificed his reſentment to the common good of 
the order; and ſubmitted to d Amarals opinion. The whole fleet then 
difcovered itſelf, and entered full fail into 5 gulph. The commodore of 
the Saracens was the ſoldam's nephew: the young prince, who wanted no 
_ courage; ſeeing the Rhodian fleet, put what land forces he had on board 

his ſhip, weighed anchor, advanced to meet the knights and offered them 
battle. There were in the* chriſtian fleet excellent pilots uſed to thoſe 
ſeas,” who by working theit ſhips got the wind of the enemy; the Infidels 
however were not daunted at it, but fought on with the ſame courage. 
The artillery was played equally well on both ſides, and the generals fought 
chemſelves, and obliged theit ſoldiers to fight like men that would not 
outlive their defeat. The continual fire of the cannon and ſmall arms, 
the craſh and havock of the ſhipping, the ſhooting down the maſts and 
ſinking of ſeveral veſſels; all this loſt abundance of men on both ſides, 
and after an obſtinate engagement for three hours together it was ſcarce 
diſcernible on what ſide the victory inclined; and in all probability, if 
they had continued firing and cannonading only at a diſtance, the battle 
would not have been ſo {ooh ended; but the knights, by order of their gene- 
rals, endeavouted to board them, and following their example leaped moſt 
of them ſword in hand into the enemies veſſels. This ſoon changed the 
face of the combar, and as when they come to grapple a knight had a great 
advantage over a Saracen ſoldier both in courage and addreſs, the Egyp- 
tians loſt ſeveral ſhips. Moſt of the Infidels got into their long-boars, 
whilſt others rhrew' themſelves into the ſea ro ſwim to the ſhore. Such as 
were lucky enough to get thither fled into the woods and mountains; ow

ments, in the 78th year of his age, the greateſt part of which he had 


ſpent in the practice of chriſtian virtues: he was a wiſe. prince, skilful in 
the arts of government, ſucceſsful in all his enterprizes, and one who en- 
riched his order with the ſpoils of the Infidels, without encreaſing his 
own wealth, for he died poor at the ſame. time that he leſt not one poor 
man in his dominions.

to retreat, and the bare debating whether one ſhall continue faithful to 
ones ſovereign, is a breach of faith chat merits chaſtiſement, he ſummoned 
about him all the ſurviving Mamelukes that were diſperſed up and down 
in different places. All Syria by his orders took up arms, and he ſent em- 
baſſadors at the fame time to Rhodes to deſire à train of artillery of the

I Hx grand ſeignior was not long before he was informed of the leagues 
which the knights of Rhodes had entered into againſt ſultan Selim his fa- 
ther. His miniſters repreſented to him that thoſe

kept ſeveral Turkiſh officers in chains whom they had taken priſoners; that 
corſairs were continually putting to ſea from Rhodes and the other iſles 


of the order to diſturb the commerce of his ſubjects; and to raiſe his re- 


ſentment to the height, they put him in mind of the ſuccours which they 
ſent Gazelles to ſupport him in his rebellion. Solyman reſolved to invade 
that iſland, and was particularly confirmed in that deſign by ſome memo- 
rials that ſultan Selim had left, wherein was this obſeryation, chat to ſecure 
the frontiers of his empire, it was neceſſary to take the town of Belgrade 
in Europe, and the. iſland of Rhodes in Afi; | 4 
Bor Solyman, before he engaged in two ſuch difficult enterprizes, ſee- 
ing himſelf in poſſeſſion of ſuch a, yaſt empire, was deſirous of eſtabliſhing 
his authority upon certain principles and maxims of a very. different nature 
from thoſe which his predeceſſors had followed. Before Solyman's reign, 
force alone, with reſpect to the neighbouring - princes, determined both 
of peace and war, and was the ſovereign rule of the enterprizes of his pre- 
deceſſors, at the ſame time that a barbarous deſpotick power was the only 
law that prevailed within the kingdom. The baſhas N the peo- 
py with impunity ; and the prince in his turn ſqueezed 
requently put the greateſt of them to death; under ſuch a government 
no rich man could be innocent. Solyman's conduct was entirely oppoſite : 
he never made war without declaring it, and he never declared it with- 
out having a plauſible prerence for doing ſo, which after all politick princes 
are ſeldom wanting in. His ſubjects under his reign ſaw perhaps for the 
firſt time juſtice and equity reign together. This 2 the greateſt mo- 
narch that ever fate upon the Turkiſh throne, iſſued out a proclamation 
throughout all his dominions, the purport of which was, that all ſuch as 
had been unjuſtly deprived of their eſtates by his father and his anceſtors, 
by applying themſelves only to him, would have juſtice done them. The 
unjuſt poſſeſſors of thoſe eſtates which were 8 for the keeping up 
of temples and moſques were ſeverely puniſhed: he reſtored the authority 
of the courts of judicature which had been laugh'd at in the precedent 
reigns, Several cadis or judges, that had prevaricated in their poſts, were 
condemned to death: and as to the grandees and baſhas, he never put 
any of them to death for the fake of their riches, but only puniſhed ſuch 
as grew ſo by extortions and abuſing their power; in a word, he declared 
war againſt vice, injuſtice and violence, before he carried his arms againſt 
the enemics' . œ !.!

The "grand {cignior,. the better to 


concxal his deſigns, had ſent an embaſſador to the young king, to notify 


to him his acceſſion to the empire; but inſtead of receiving that miniſter 
with the reſpe& due to his character, the lords of the council had treated 


him as a ſpy, and hindered him from returning to his maſter. 


Tus was the occaſion of the war: Solyman reſenting rhis ſhameful 


violation of the law of nations, after having demanded ſatisfaction for it, 


horſe to inveſt the town of Belgrade, antiently the capital of the coun- 
try called Raſcia. This place, which was built on the edge of an hill at 
the confluence of the Save and Danube, was, beſides the fortification 
which nature had beſtowed upon it, ſurrounded with a double wall, 


flanked at proper diſtances with great towers well provided with artillery ; 


and on an eminence which commanded the town, there was a caſtle 
called antiently Taurunum. It was ſtrengthened with all the fortifications 
that art could invent, and was then looked upon as impregnableQ. 

Sol YMAN followed the baſha cloſe, and ſoon appeared at the head of 
a formidable army. The trenches were opened, batteries of cannon were 


' raiſed, and the Turks carried on their works with the utmoſt diligence. 


All Europe fixed their eyes on the ſiege of a place which they conſider- 
ed as one of the bulwarks of Chriſtendom. The knights of Rhodes 
eſpecially intereſted themſelves in it, and the rather, becauſe they judged 
if the Turk ſhould carry Belgrade without any oppoſition from the chri- 
ſian princes, that ſucceſs would probably determine him to undertake the 
ſiege of Rhodes next. = T1 
WIIIS᷑ they were under this uneaſineſs, the grand maſter fell ill, and 
was carried off pretty ſuddenly. He was a liberal prince, was magni- 


 ficent, charitable, a lover of his people, and deſirous to be beloved by 


them; and what was very rare in that age, he was learned in the dead lan- 


guages, and ſpoke moſt of the living ones with great facility. His death 


was ſo much the more conſiderable loſs to the order at this juncture, in 
that the knights who were going to have a war with the port, could the 
eaſier have obtained ſuccours from moſt of the chriſtian princes, he being 
ighly in their eſteem, and having often negotiated with them during his 
embaſly.at Rome.

Ix the mean time the new grand maſter having received an account of 
his election, prepared to ſer out. As he was well informed that Rhodes 
was threatened with a ſiege, he ſignified it to all his order by a general 
ſummons which he ſent into all the ſtates of Chriſtendom, He collected 
all the reſponſions he could, and laid them out in warlike ſtores; and af- 
ter taking leave of the king in Burgundy, came to Marſeilles, where he 
embarked. - He went on board the great carrack, and the reſt of his train 
and equipage, with the ſtores that he was carrying to Rhodes, followed 
in four feluccas. Unluckily, as he, was off of Nice, a fire broke out in 
the carrack, by the careleſneſs of an officer of his table: the flame ſpread 
itſelf in a moment into different parts of the ſhip; the fails and cordage 
were burnt to aſhes in an inſtant, and flakes of flame and ſmoke made . 
terror ſtill greater, and likewiſe hindered the ſeamen in the ſervice they 
were for doing. In this diſorder and confuſion, uſual in ſuch accidents, 
every body was for throwing themſelves into the ſea to ſwim aſhore, or 
ſhelter themſelves in the felucca's, which were not far off; but the grand 
maſter forbad any body to ſtir gut of the ſhip on 7 of death. A new 
fear, and their reſpect for his orders, ſerved inſtead of reſolution; the moſt 
rimorous returned to their poſts, and all laboured in concert to extinguiſh 
the fire, which they ar laſt effected: and the carrack was faved by 
the very perſons that would have abandoned it. 
SCARCE had the grand maſter eſcaped the danger of the fire, when 
another element, no leſs formidable, threw him into freſh dangers : there 
aroſe a furious tempeſt; the ſea was all in motion, the winds blew with 
violence, and raiſed the billows to a dreadful height; the pilot could no 
longer manage the helm, and, as if heaven had been reſolved, in concert 
with the ſea, upon the deſtruction of the carrack, the thunder after ha- 
ving roared for a long time rogether, fell upon the ſhip, broke into the 
ſtern room, killed nine men, and broke the grand maſter's ſword to pieces 
without hurting the ſcabbard. The ſeamen did not fail to make diſmal 
preſages from theſe various accidents, and I cannot ſay whether the knights 
that were with the grand maſter were altogether free from the like fan- 
cies, eſpecially at a time when the Turks threatened the iſle of Rhodes, 
and that men had a great deal of faith in omens. But the grand maſter, 
without regarding any of theſe vain prognoſticks, put into the port of Sy- 
racuſe, got his ſhips refitred, and was preparing to keep on his voyage, 
when they brought him advice that Curtogli, a famous corſair, and a fa- 
vourite of the grand ſeignior, was waiting for him as he paſſed with a 
ſtrong ſquadron of gallies and ſhips, much ſuperior to his eſcort.

 /SOLYMAN preferred this laſt opinion, as being moſt agreeable to that 
ambition which is inſeparable from fo vaſt a power: Pyrrhus-and the other 
baſha's, though of a different ſentiment, came over with great ſubmiſſion 
to that of their ſovereign: a war againſt the knights and the ſiege of 
Rhodes were therefore reſolved upon. The ſultan named Muſtapha ba- 
ſha his fayourite and brother in law to be general of the land army, Cur- 
togli to be great admiral, and Achmet baſha, an able engineer, to have 
the direction of the works at the ſiege; and appointed Pyrrhus baſha his 
old governor, a man in whom he entirely confided, to go along with 
Muſtapha, as a counſellor to that young general, whoſe capacity and pru- 
dence might not perhaps be equal to his courage and valour. The ſultan, 
after the diſtribution of theſe ſeveral employments, in order to find how 
the grand maſter ſtood affected, wrote to him by an embaſſador whom he 
ſent on purpoſe, to congratulate him, as it were, on his promotion to the 
dignity of grand maſter. He propoſed to him the keeping of peace, and 
maintaining a good correſpondence together; but he concluded his letter 


with telling him that he had taken Belgrade, as if he were minded to in- 


timidate him with the fear of meeting with the ſame fate as that unhappy 
city had undergone. As the ſtile of theſe kind of letters gives a better 
idea of the character of princes, and the manners of the age they live in, 

than meer extracts, we have thought the reader would not be diſpleaſed 

to meet with that of Solyman and the grand maſter's anſwers in this

As the Turks were not very ſcrupulous with regard to the law of na- 
tions, the grand maſter did not think fit, without a paſs, to ſend his letter 
by a knight whom they might probably detain. They gave it to a Greek, 
a private man of the city of Rhodes. Solyman and his miniſters found 

by the reading this letter, that they had to deal with a prince of a firm 
and intrepid character, one who was not cafily terrified, _ Pyrchus baſha, 
an old man, as great a politician as a ſoldier, propoſed in the council that 
chey ſhould write again to the grand maſter in order to make a new 
overture of peace; that they ſhould tell him that they durſt not preſent 
his letter to the grand ſeignior by reaſon of the mean character of the 
bearer; but that if he would ſend one of his principal knights ro th 
port, there was room to hope that his negotiation might end in a flid 
peace. The defign of this miniſter was to draw one of the firſt of the 
order to Conſtantinople then to ſeize his perſon, and force him by tor-

ſingle knight was of greater conſequence to him than fifty ſoldiers to 
Solyman. So that the Infidels having nothing to fear but the fire of the 


place, laboured with ſo much vigour, that they carried on their works as 


far as the counterſcarp: and in order to make their lines the ſtronger, they 


faced them on the outſide with beams of timber and planks tied together:

The Turks flattered themſelves 


that they ſhould · ruin the fortifications in a little time, but had notice ſent 


them by the Jew who ſerved them as a ſpy in Rhodes, that their cannon 
had ſcarce ſo much as graſed upon the battlements of the wall, whether 


their batteries were ill placed or the cannon was not well pointed. He

But if ſuch antient authors, of equal authority, relate the 
ſame fact in a different manner, by what rule can a later writer be deter- 
mined 2 What motive can fix his choice, and to which of the two hiſto- 
rians ſhall he give the preference? » ee OOTY 
Tus is the very difficulty I met with in that part of my ſeventh book 
where I give an account of the manner in which prince Gem or Zizim, 
ſon ro Mahomet II. was received in the iſle of Rhodes by the grand ma- 
ſter and the knights of St. John, To guide me in my relation of that 
fact, I conſulted the cotemporary and original hiſtorians, I found rwo.of 
them, who deſerve that title indiſputably, who yet contradict one another 
directly in the narration of the fame fact. The firſt is William Caourſin 
vicechancellor of the order, and the other is William de Jaligni ſecretary 
to Peter de Bourbon, ſecond of the name, ſeignior of Beaujeu, who to 
the prejudice of the duke of Orleans, preſumptive heir of the crown, 
ſeized on the government, and under whoſe adminiſtrarion moſt of the 
affairs, of which his ſecretary gives an account, were tranſacted. The 
whole affair between theſe two writers is to know, whether after the death | 
of Mahomer II. prince Zizim his ſon, then in queſt of an aſylum againſt 
the power of his brother Bajazet who was for putting him ro death; 
whether, I fay, this unfortunate prince applied to the grand maſter of 
Rhodes in order to obtain from him a retreat in his dominions, and a paſs 1 
to come in and go out of them as he pleaſed; and whether this paſs was — 1 
ſent him by a ſquadron of ſhips to ſerve him for an eſcort, as Caourſin re- .

Bor the treaty which the grand maſter afterwards made with ſultan 

Bajazet, ſoon contradicted a conduct that appeared ar firſt ſo generous :

hinder him from diſturbing the ſultan his brother in the enjoyment and

liberty of compoſing Zizim's 8 and magnificent entry into Rhodes, 
which he fancied would be a fine embelliſhment to his hiſtorx.
